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ENGEL ATTEMPTS SUICIDE 


THE FINDING OF THE BOMBS 
BAD FOR THE ANARCHISTS. 
FRIENDS OF THE CONDEMNED MEN 


GREATLY DEPRESSED—LINGG SAID 
TO BE CRAZY. 


CuicaGo, Nov. 7.—On the heels of the 
discovery of the bombs in Lingg’s cell came the 
news to-day that Engel had tried to commit 
suicide, having Friday night taken 16 morphine 
pills and 6 or 8 teaspoonfuls of laudonum. 
Dr. Gray, tee jail physician was summoned to 
the Anarchist’s cell at midnight Saturday and 
found him on his back breathing heavily, and 
the pupils of his eyesgreatly contracted. Engel 
Was asked what he had been doing to himself, 
and he replied ‘‘drinking whisky.” He would not 
rdmit having taken anything else, but his eyes 
sold the story, and the doctor knew that a dose 
of laudanum had been taken. Dr. Gray remained 
with Engel until 1:30 Sunday morning, and only 
left him after it was evident that he passed the 
danger point. “ How do you account for the 
fact,” the doctor was asked, “that the poison 
was in the man’s system 24 hours be- 
fore he manifested symptoms of poison- 


ing?” Engel told me he had _ taken 


the morphine pills inte the jail with him with 
the idea of poisoning himself rather than hang 
or go to the penitentiary, so they must have 
been at least 18 months old before they were 
used. They must have lost a .great deal of 
their strength in that time, and that the sugar- 
coating was donubtiess so hard that it did not 
dissolve so thatthe morphine could not dis- 
seminat itself through the man’s system 
Then he was afraid that the pills would not kill 
him, and took laudanum to make sure of it. He 
said it was brought in by a friend. It must 
have been of an inferior quality. The pills 
would certainly have killed him had they 
been fresh and that he is not a dead man at 
this moment, can only be accounted for on the 
ground that both drugs were old and stale and 
iost more than half their original strength. 

The gallows upon which the Anarchists are to 


hang has been prepared and is now in the base- 
ment under the insane ward of the county jail. 
Purchasing Agent Benham was in the base- 
ment Friday to look at the walls, as he 
had been told they were defective and needed 
repairing. He roamed around in the roomy 
basement until he cameto a big room used 
BS arepair and carpenter shop. He tried the 
Door. It was locked. He ealled_ the 
vailiff, who was with him, but he had no 
key and wasn’t abie to find any. Mr. Ben- 
ham grew impatient, and ended by  break- 
{ng in the door. He found a carpenter 
there at work on the gallows. The two 
old ones had been overhauled. One of them 
was found big enough for three, and 
the other one had been enlarged for four. The 
carpenter was hired by Commissioner Hemmel- 
garn, He did not work Saturday and there were 
no noises to be heard in the shop to-day 
and it is to be inferred that the 
gallows is prepared and ready for use Friday. 
A jetier was to-day received from M. P. O’Keefe, 
of Cheyenne, Wyoming Territory, offering $20 a 
head for the privilege of hanging the Anarchists. 

The Anarchist sympathizers about the Labor 
headquarters believed that the finding of the 
domBbs Was a put-up job, and said the strict secre- 
ey maintained by the officials of the jail and the 
police, as well as the mystery surrounding the 
discovery of the bombs, lends color to their 
Dpinion. Asto the intention, if such were the 
case, some say itwas a political scheme, and 
some say it was intended to stem the tide of 
opinion for clemency. There are others, how- 
ever, who think it very unlikely that such a 
Plan would be put up and say it would 
be entireiy In keeping with Lingg’s character to 
secrete sueh missiles. Lingg, they say, is be- 
ginning to fear that be will not hang, and heis 
the sort of man to arrange some such plan by 
which he could become a martyr. These people 
think he is crazy and entirely irresponsible. 

When spoken toon the main topic of conver- 
Zation to-day Socialist Joe Gruenhut said: 
**Lingg is a Junatic. He should have been 
watched every moment that he was under 
arrest. His mind is immature, and he 
is Rimply an overgrown boy. When 
he was arrested he attempted to kill a 
raat yore He isa desperate man and a brute, 
ike all these dynamiters. The Sheriff made his 
Statement to the press io suit himself, 
and the Labor leaders cannot be made 
responsible for matters they know noth- 
ing about. Our people have never been 
able to find ont who the bomb thrower 
was, but we think he was a stranger who came 
to Chicago, threw the bomb, and left. If any 
Gesperate deeds are committed it will not be 
done by Chicagoans, but by extremists or dyna- 
muiters from outside the city. 

Spies, Fielden, and Schwapd were terribly de- 
pressed and worried this morning when they 
beard of the discovery of the bombs in Lingg’s 
ecll. Alladmit that the occurrence is well cal- 
culated to cause a complete revolution in 
Sentiment, and that their ehances’ for 
@ commutation of the death sentence 
are much more slender than they have 

‘been yet. Spies declared that Lingg had al- 
Ways been crazy on the gnestion of bombs, and 
that while the discovery of the deadly missiles 
in his.cell Was news to him, he could not say he 
was greatly surprised. Felden was consider- 
ably depressed over the matter, and forthe first 
time since his incarceration he showed a loss 
of hope. He admitted that the discoverv less- 
ened the chances for a commutation of the 
sentence. Schwab expressed himself to the 
éame effect. 

The Anarchists were not given the freedom of 

the corridors to-day as heretofore, but were 
kept closely locked in their cells, and all con- 
versations had with them by their friends was 
wt Jong range. Nina Van Zandt called out 
* Good morning” to Spies at a distance of 
25 feet, and he returned the _ salution 
at the same distance. This was so unsatisfac- 
tory that the couple began exchanging notes, 
the obliging turnkeys aud watchers passing 
them back and forth. Mrs. Engel talked with 
her husband at a distance of 10 feet and while 
standing in the visitors’ cage. There was no 
one uptothe noon hour to talk with Parsons 
or Fischer, except Capt. Black and an oceasional 
newspaper man. 
_ The finding of the bombs in Lingg’s cell 
brougnt to their senses people who were crying 
for mercy for the Anarchists, and the peti- 
tion bearers had a hard time of it to-day. 
One of them managed to stir up a 
small riot in Clark-street. His uame 
was Henry W. Koehn, and he had 
a petition standin Clark-street in front of the 
county building. Lateinthe afternoon a boy 
rushed into the headquarters of the Amnesty 
Association and said that there was a riot 
on Clark-sireet, and that Koehn was 
in danger ot being killed. The entire 
crowd present at that time rushed to the 
scene of action. The sidewalk and street were 
almost blocked with an intensely excited crowd, 
in the ceutre of which was Koehn and his table. 
Collius, one of the officers of the association, 
made his way through the mob and asked 
what was the trouble, and called upon the police 
to disperse the crowd. A ian who afterward 
gave the name of W. R. Robinson was the 
tentre of attraction, and was loudly pro- 
ziaiming that the table should be removed 
from in front of the building. “I am an 
American citizen,’ he shouted, “and I don’t 
propose that any Dutch Anarchists shall de- 
tend their doctrines or use the streets of Chi- 
cago to save a lot of murderers.’”’ “I 
am just as much of an American 
citizen~as you are,’ said Collins, flourish- 
jing a ypuper in the _ air, Sand 
have gota permit to use this place, signed by 
Mayor Roche. I call upon the ofticers to arrest 
this man for disturbing the peace. An exciting 
scene followed. The crowd seemed about equally 
divided, and cries of ‘‘ Hang him!” “ Run him 
in!” ‘Collins is right!” and other expres- 
31028 were shouted in all directions. Suddenly 
Bobinson struck Collins a stunning blow in the 
back of the neck, knocking him down. Two or 
three men Struck at Robinson, who dodged and 
was grabbed by a policeman, who dragged him 
out of the crowd and told himto gohome. He 
returned, however, and again faced Collins, who 
had recovered his feet aud histengue. “This 
Js an outrage and a crime,” shouted Collins, 
shaking his fist in Robinson’s face. “f am 
here on a jawful mission, and agting in 
2 lawful manner, exercising one of the 
highest rights of an American citizen the 
right to petition. The police are either cowards 
or false to their duty. If this is to be my treat- 
ment I shall arm and protect myselffrom brutes 
like you.” Koehn and Coilins then departed. 

President Oliver estimates that about 15,000 
ames have deen secured upon the street. This 
node of securing names will be tried again to- 
morrow unless tle permits are revoked by Mayor 
Koche, as is not unlikely on account of the inci- 
dent on Clark-street this evening and the fact 
that to-day is election day. 

Mr. Oliver leaves for Springfield to-morrow 
night, taking with him the various petitions to 
the Governor asking Executive clemency jor the 
condemned Anarchists, and will be accom- 
pened by quite alarge delegation. Mr. Samuel 

P. McConnell was not working very vigorously 
With his petition to-day on account of the ill- 
effect upon the public mind of the discovery of 
Linge’s bombs. His petition asks that the sen- 
tence of all the men be commuted, and has been 
Signed by Lyman Trumbull, 8 8. Gregory, 
and others, Mr. McConnell said that mone 
of the signers had indicated any 
e@hange in their teelings about the petition or 


their signatures. The petition was presented to 
the Rev. Dr. J. L. Withrow, of the Third Presby- 
terian Church, just before service Sunday even- 
ing. The doctor immediately seized a pen and 
wrote the following on the reverse side of the 
petition: “I willask commutation of sertencefor 
any one ofthe seven who will, over his own sig- 
bature, confess that he has sinned against his 
feliow-citizens and the good erde¥ of society, 
and will ask merey from his Excellency, the 
Governor. J. L. Withrow.” 

The discovery of bombs in Lingg’s cell Mr. 

McConnell considered a sad and unfortunate voc- 
currence at this time, because he feared it would 
prejudice the cases of the other six men. ‘ Per- 
sonally,” said he, “I would not except 
Lingg from the benefits of a petition. He seems 
to me one-half lunatic and the other half fanatic. 
Mr. W. M. Salter, of the Ethical Society, 
who has made such strenuous efforts 
to induce the Anarchists to sign a 
petition to the Governor asking for 
mercy was much discouraged to-day. He said 
that in two instances business men who had 
promised to sign one of his petitions had to-day 
refused in vigorous language to do so, the find- 
ing ot the bombs changing their minds. 
The belief widely prevails in this city that the 
radical Anarchists of Chicago, as well as of 
other cities in this country, want the State to 
hang all seven of the mep in the county 
jail, and will be bitterly disappointed if 
any of them escape by commutation of 
sentence. They are opposed to commutation, 
and say freely that heroes and martyrs are not 
created of State prison convicts, and they dread 
the disgrace to their “‘‘cause’ of peni- 
tentiary punishment, A man who has pe- 
culiarly good means of knowing the inner 
feelings and real thoughts of the Anarchist in 
regard to the fate of the condemned men 
said to-day: “Their plans for the future are 
based upon this outcome of the fate of the 
seven men. They know, of course, that should 
the men be hanged the Sheriff, following 
precedents, will probably turn over the 
bodies to their families. In such a case it 
is their intention to havea tremendous pubiic 
funeral, at which not only the local Anarchists, 
but as mary as can come from other cities 
will be in attendance’ to make an 
imposing display of crape, banners, and 
mottoes, and to arouse sympathy by 
speeches at the graves. It is their further in- 
tention to follow up this funeral with mock 
funerals in New-York, Cincinnati, Detroit, 
Cleveland, Milwaukee, Louisville, St. Louis, 
Omaha, and other cities. The action of 
Spies, Schwab, and Fielden in signing the letter 
to the Governor asking for clemency, deploring 
the loss of life at the Haymarket, and renouncing 
the advocacy of Socialism by violence, has al- 
ready filled radical Anarchists with apprehen- 
sion lest some of them—these three at least— 
may not be hanged. They are already cursing 
them as cowards and traitors who have en- 
dangered the cause of the Social vote. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov. 7.—The Meth- 
odist preachers of this city and its vicinity, at 
their regular Monday meeting to-day, addressed 
this letter to Gov. Oglesby, of Lllinois: 

“The Methodist preachers’ meeting of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, 29 in number, in behalf of justice 
and in protection of all the interest of our lana, 
pray you, in the case of the convicted Anarchists, 
to let the law take its course, severe 
though it be; and invite the Divine blessing and 
protection upon yourself and your household.” 
There was one dissenting vote because of oppo- 
sition to capital punishment. 
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A SNUB FOR DR. PARKER. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 7.—At the meeting 
of the City Ministerial Association to-day a reso- 
lution was offered to the effect that the associa- 
tion send a delegation’ to meet the Rev. Dr. 
Joseph Parker, of London, on his arrival here 
Wednesday to lecture, and pay him some atten- 
tion as an organization. This met with unex- 
pected opposition, and was tabled by a vote of 
50 to 3. Among those present were the Rev. Dr. 
McLean, Secretary of the American Bible Soci- 
ety, who told a story that no doubt affected the 
vote somewhat. He said that on one occasion 
of the meeting of a similar association Dr. 
Parker presided, and a Church of England 
clergyman who himself informed Dr. McLea1 
of the incident, read the sermon that was the 
subjectof discussion. Atits ciose it was most 
violently attacked by many of the hearers, and 
especially by the presiding officer, who ex- 
pressed his astonishment that the essayist 
could bave got his own consent to write such 
stud, not to speak of readingit before a gather- 
ing of such persons. The reader finaliy found 
opportunity to explain that he agreed with 
all that had been said, that he was not 
the author of the sermon, but thought it ought 
to be read in order to be ventilated as it had 
been. In response to rather vehement demands 
by the presiding officer and others for the name 
of the preacher, the gentleman, reading from 
a newspaper report, said: ** It purports to be the 
report of a sermon at the laying of a corner- 
stone, by the Rev. Joseph Parker, D. D., Pastor 
of City Temple, High Holborn.” 
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FAILURE OF A BANE. 

St. Louis, Nov. 7.—The Fifth National 
Bank closed its doors at 1:15 P. M. to-day. I. B. 
Rosenthal, Joseph Specht, and Marcus Wolfe 
are Directors of the bank. The latter has 
brought two suits of attachment against I. B. 
Rosenthal aggregating $71,000, and it is thought 
that Rosenthal was indebted to the bank toa 
considerable amount. The bank is situated at 
700 North Broadway, and has a capital stock of 
$390,000. The usual deposits amounted 
to about $400,000. On Friday they had 
to meet a heary run, and as the 
depositors continued to withdraw their 
funds to-day, the bank closed its doors a few 
minutes before 1 o’clock. Henry Overstolz, 
former Mayor of this city, is President, and C. 
C. Creceliua Cashier. The President of the bank 
has been sick for some time, and the manage- 
ment has been entirely in the hands of the Di- 
rectors, some of whom now appear to be quite 
heavily indebtedto the bank. The failure affects 
several firms in this city to some degree, and 
three concerns whose names have not trans- 
pired are reported to be crippled. It is said that 
depositors will be paid in full. Within the last 
month the stock of the bank has been sold at 
105, and this morning it found a ready market 
at 95. 
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SUNDAY SACRED IN OHARLESTON. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., Nov. 7.—Among the 
attractions of carnival week in Charleston were 
the St. Louis and Chicago Baseball Clubs. They 
did not draw well on Saturday and determined 
to play a consolation game at the race course 
on Sunday. But the game didn’t come off, the 
police interfering to prevent a desecration of 
the Sabbath anda violation of the Sunday law. 
Bishop Stevens, of the Reformed Episeopal 
Church, protested to the Chief of Police most 


urgently against the game, and trusted that the 
week’s festivities ‘‘wouid not be marred by this 
insult to the Christian community,’ and Dr. 
Stokely, of the Citadale-Square Church, de- 
nounced the proposed game as an outrage upon 
the community, offensive to the religious senti- 
mentof the people, anda violation of all the 
traditions and custums of the city. Greatly to 
the chagrin of the baseball players and of the 
gamblers who were backing them the police and 
the preachers stopped the game. The deferred 
game was played to-day, but hardly anybody 
went to the park. It resuitedin favor of St. 
Louis by ascoreof 10to6, The indignation in 
the city yesterday at the attempted sacrilege 
was very pronounced among all classes of self- 
respecting people. Charleston is not yet ready 
for Germanizing the Sabbath. 
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ACCUSED OF MURDER. 
MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 7.—James Baker, 
aged 22 years, was arrested here this morning 
by Sheriff J. W. Kiliough, of Cross County, Ark., 
for the murder of W. H. Moore, committed last 
September. The killing occurred near the bor- 
der of Cross and Crittenden Counties, Ark. It 


Was the result of a family quarrel, the brother 
of Baker having eloped with the daughter of 
Moore. Baker claims that when he met Moore 
the latter attempted to draw a pistol, but that 
he was too quick for him and shot him three 
times with a Winchester rifie. Baker fled, and 
the meeting with Sheriff Killough this morning 
was quite accidental. They were both stopping 
at the same hotel, and by chance met at the 
clerk’s desk, where the Sheriff recognized him 
and immediately placed him under arrest. He 
Sicnifies his willingness to return and stand his 
trial, claiming that he acted in self-defense. 
Moore was a Justice of the Peace in Cross 
County and well-to-do. 
FOUND HANGING TO A TREE.

MR. OBRIEN'S MARTYRDOM 


LIVING ON BREAD AND WATER 
IN TULLAMORE JAIL. 

HIS FRIENDS EXPECTING HIM TO BREAK 
DOWN—A DEMONSTRATION OUTSIDE 
HIS CELL—POLITICAL MANCGUVRING. 

LONDON, Noy. 7.—Eight thousand per- 
sons assembled in front of the Tullamore Jail 
last evening, accompanied by bands of music 
playing ‘‘ God Save Ireland.” Mr. O’Brien ap- 
peared at one of the windows and waved his 
handkerchief enthusiastically. The Freeman’s 

Journal says that Messrs. O’Brien and Mande- 

ville have been put on bread and water asa 


punishment for refusing to wear the prison 
garb. 


The Governor of Tullamore Jail to-day re- 
fused the demand of Mr. Moorhead, a Catholic 
magistrate, to see Mr. O’Brien, but on learning 
that a magistrate had a legal right to hold in- 
tercourse with a prisoner, sent for Mr. Moor- 
head, and informed him that the desired in- 
terview would be granted, stipulating, how- 
ever, that he himself should be present. 
Mr. Moorhead says that the atmosphere 
in O’Brien’s cell, together with a bread-and- 
water diet, is likely to have a fatal effect on 
a consumptive person. The breaking down of 
Mr. O’Brien’s constitution, he thinks, is only a 
question of time. Mr. Moorhead asked Mr. 
O’Brien whether he had any complaint to make 
regarding his treatment, and Mr. O’Brien re- 
plied that his system had not been excited by 
the undue severity of the officials. Mr. Mande- 


ville, Mr. Moorhead says, appeared cheerful 
and determined, 


The Exehequer Court of Dublin to-day heard 
the pleadings on the appeal from the decision of 
the magistrate against the Government in the 
case of Lord Mayor Sullivan, who was tried for 
publishing in his paper, the Nation, reports of 
meetings of proclaimed branches of the National 
League. The court reserved its decision. 

Mr. Thomas Sexton, member of Parliament, 
at a meeting to-day of the Dublin Corportion, of 
which he is a member, proposed that the Coun- 
cil adjourn without the transaction of the 
ordinary business as a mark of respect for 
William O’Brien. He was horrified, he said, by 


the reports of the barbarous treatment to 
which Mr, O’Brien had bean subjected in the 
Tullamore Jail. The Government had tried to 
break O’Brien’s gallant spirit, and, failing in its 
endeavor, was determined to take his life. In 
accordance with Mr. Sexton’s motion the Coun- 
cil adjourned. 

Mr. Byrne, a magistrate of Mallow, who was 
recently removed from office by order of Baron 
Ashbourne, the Lord Chancellor of Ireland, ap- 
pealed to Mr. Gladstone, who has replied as fol- 
lows: “*I am unable to perceive any justification 
for your removal. The present arbitrary and 
illegal proceedings of the Government through 
their officers require a zealous examination. 
Their conduct is affecting the liberties of the 
people of Ireland.” 

Baron Wolverton, who died suddenly at 
Brighton yesterday, was a stanch friend of the 
Irish cause. He gave £100,000 toward the ex- 
penses of home rule candidates in the Parlia- 
mentary elections of 1886,and had frequently 
intimated since that he would spend a like 
amount at the next general election. He was 
one of Mr. Gladstone’s closest friends. The 
Freeman's Journal, of Dublin, speaks in high 
praise of his services in behalf of Ireland. 

Earl Granville, in a speech at Hanley this 
evening, denied that there had been a mechan- 
ical acquiescence by the Liberal Party in Mr. 
Gladstone’s lead on the Irish question. It was 
not Mr. Gladstone, he said, but Earl Speneer who 
had converted him. It was impossible to cast 
aside homerule. He believed he would live to 
see the envyctment of home rule, though not all 
of its blessings. 

Mr. Pyne, member of Parliament for West 
Waterford, has decided not to anawer the sum- 
inons served upon him under the Crimes act. 

John L, Sullivan arrived in London to-day. A 
crow4 of 2,500 betting men, pugilists, and roughs 
assemble’ at the railway station to weicome 
him, aud when the train arrived a wild rush was 
mmade for the car which Sullivan occupied. In 
the eagerness to catch a glimpse of the pugilist 
many men jumped on the roof ofthecar. The 
excitement was great. When Sullivan alighted 
from the car he was presented with a bouquet 
tied with his ring colors. He was wildly cheered, 
and found great difliculty in escaping from the 
mob which crowded around him. A carriage was 
in waiting for him and he was driven to the office 
of a sporting paper in Fleet-street. His greeting 
there was also very enthusiastic. 

The Times, commenting on a recent report on 
the status of aliensin the United States, says the 
States concerned may not svon repent the steps 
taken, but disinterested bystanders will feel 
that there has been a distinct retrogression and 
that the immediate gain will be outweighed by 
the remote evils flowing from the gratification 
of a spirit of exclusiveness, narrowness, and 
jealousy. 

The advices received from Henry M. Stanley 
through St. Paul de Loanda on Saturday were un- 
der date of Aug. 8 instead of Sept. 6, and Mr. 
Stanley hoped to communicate directly with 
Ewin Pasha by Aug. 15, not Sept. 15, as an- 
nounced in Saturday’s dispatch. 

A deputation professing to represent the 
Liberal and Radical Clubs of London and the 
provinces visited the United States Leyation 
to-day to present to Mr. Phelpsa protest against 
the execution of the Chivago Anarchists and ask 
him to cable it to the Governor of Llinois. The 
deputation were without eredentials and were 
allunknown to the Minister, who declined to 
receive the protest or to interfere in any way in 
the matier. 

The Indian Government is about to construct 
batteries at the principal seaports of India. 
Dhuleep Singh has sent a telegram to the Nizam 
of Hyderabad, saying that he is mistaken in 
giving 60 lacs of rupees to England, because 
India will be taken by Russia. 

Advices from Karrachee say that the tour of 
the Earl of Dufferin, the Governor-General, 
along the northern frontier is associated with 
the formation of arailway between Kurrachee 
and Upper India.» The establishment of sucha 
railway, it is believed, will enable producers to 
place wheatin London at 1s. per quarter less 
than at present. 

The returns issued by the Board of Trade show 
an increase in imports for October of 1,500,000 
pounds, as compared with the same month last 
year, and an increase in exports of 510,000 
pounds, a8 compared with October of 1886.

BERLIN, Nov. 7.—A consultation of the 
doctors attending the Crown Prince Frederick 
William at San Remo with Dr. Mackeuzie will 
be held on Thursday. Prince William of Prussia, 
the eldest son of the ‘Crown Prince, will be 
present. 

The Reichs- Anzeiger publishes a statement from 
Dr. Mackenzie that the Crown Prince Frederick 


William’s throat is worse, but that he is in 
bo imminent danger, Drs. Schroerer and 
Krause have been ordered to San Remo, where 
the Crown Prince is staying. Dr. Mackenzie 
says that the general health of the Crown Prince 
is excellent, that he takes a great deal of exer- 
cise in the open air, and sleeps and eats well, 
but that the local complaint within the last few 
days has assumed an unfavorable character. 

Dr. Mackenzie telegraphs from San Remo as 
follows regarding the condition of the German 
Crown Prince: ** There has been a recurrence of 
the growth lower down inthe throat. I am issu- 
ing an unfavorable bulletin to-night.” 

At 7 o'clock this morning Prince William, son 
of the Crown Prince, visited Prof. Bergmann to 
arrange for a conference of physicians, which 
was held this forenoon, the Prince  be- 
ing presevt. At midday Prince Willian started 
tor San Remo via Frankfort. At Frankfort 
he was joined by Dr. Schmidt, the specialist, 
who is to decide whether an operation 1s neces- 
sary or not. It is reported that the fresh 
growth in the Crown Prince’s throat is a tumor 
and that the Prince’s voice is again hoarse. 

A later dispatch from San Remo says: “Dr. 
Mackenzie found atotally new growth half an 
inch below the ligainents of the glottis. There 
is noimmediate danger. The doctor thinks that 
the growth is too low to be operated upon 
through the mouth, and that an incision will 
have to be made into the throat.” 

The news of the Crown Prince’s condition 
caused a great sensation in Berlin and Vienna. 

Another dispatch from San Remo says: “* Dr. 
Mackenzie states that a renewal of the dis- 
charge of pus from the Crown Prince’s throat 
renders necessary a difficult and complicated 
cutting operation on the larynx.” 

The North German Gazelle to-day publishes a 
letter from Crown Prince Frederick William ex- 
poe his thanks to those throughout the 

‘atherland and colonies who seut him expres- 
sions of their sympathy and good wishes upon 
his birthday. 

To-day’s article in the Journal de St. Peters- 
bourg regarding Bulgaria, combined with the un- 
favorable reports concerning the condition of 
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the Crown Prince, had a depressing effect upon 
the Boerse. Russian securities fell 9g per cent. 
and other foreign securities 12 per cent. 

The negotiations for a treaty of commerce 
with Austria have been checked by the avowed 
intention of Austria to extend her vounty sys- 
tem on sugar and brandy exports. The Berlin 
Government declares that the Austrian 
proposals tend toward a competition 
dangerous for Germany in the sugar 
and brandy markets of the world. 
At the outset of the negotiations the German 
Government intended that the increased duty on 
cereal imports should balance the Austrian in- 
crease of export bounties. ‘his idea has been 
abandoned, 
cede to Austria a favored nation treaty. 

The North German Gazelle announces that the 
Czar, with his family, will arrive in Berlin next 
Tuesday, but the duration of hia sojourn ia not 
known. The Cologne Gazette hints that the 
Czar’s visit is intended as a fillip for Russian 
securities, The 7agb/atl says it bas learned that 
Prince Bismarck will come to Berlin from 
Friedrichsruhe to visit the Czar. 


LONDON, Novy. 8.—The Berlin correspond- 
ent of the 72:mes says that in an interview to-day 
Prof. Virchow stated that he was positive that 
the German Crown Prince was not suffering 
from a fresh growth in the throat, but from a 
mere local inflammation, which, bowever, might 
become dangerous under certain conditions. 
Another specialist has been summoned to San 
Remo, Prof, Virchow said he saw no reason to 
abandon the hopeful prognosis which he formed 
when he was first consulted—that when the 
Crown Prince left Baveno bia symptoms were 
most encouraging, and that a new organic 
growth could not have appeared in such a short 
time. The Emperor conferred with Prof. Berg- 
mann to-day about the Crown Prince’s condi- 
tion.

GEN. CAFFAREL ON TRIAL. 

Paris, Nov. 7.—The trial of Gen. Caffarel, 
Mme. Limousin, Mme. Ratazzi, and Gen. @’ And- 
lau for selling Legion of Honor decorations was 
begun to-day. All the defendants were present 
except Gen. d’Andlau. Gen. Caffarel was ex- 
amined, and admitted entering into business re- 
lations with Mme. Limouxin in order to obtain 


resources to relieve his embarrassments. He 
interested himself in applications for Legion of 
Honor decorations solely to oblige Mme. Li- 
mousin. He never received any money for them. 
He denied that he divulged the plan for the 
mobilization of the Seventeenth Army Corps. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day Gen. Fer- 
ron, Minister of War, stated that the Govern- 
ment had not deemed it expedient during the 
mobilization of the Seventeenth Army Corps to 
entorce the law placing the railways under the 
control of the Wur Office. The experiment, he 
said, haa not been prejudiced by the economical 
course adopted. The mobilization experiment 
had disclosed defects in the arrangements of the 
railways, which the War Department was now 
working to remedy. He congratulated the 
Deputies upon giving fresh vigor to the patriotic 
feelings of the country by sanctioning the mo- 
bilization experiment.

A CARGO OF OOTTON ON FIRE. 
BERMUDA, Noy. 3.—The steamship Win- 
chester, of London, John B. Woolley command- 
er, arrived at Five-Fathom Hole on Monday, the 
24th ult., laden with a cargo of over 6,000 bales 


of cotton from New-Orleans, via Norfolk, Va., 
bound for Sebastopol. On the second day out 
from Norfolk, in latitude 36° north, longitude 
67° 30’ west, it was discovered that a portion of 
the cargo in the hold was on fire. The Captain 
ordered holes to be made in the bulkhead where 
it was possible to be done, through which steam 
was injected into the compartments. Finding 
that the heat was increasing, notwithstanding 
the efforts made to subdue it, the boats were or- 
dered to be got ready and provisioned in case it 
should be found absolutely necessary to aban- 
don the ship. Fortunately, the measures adopt- 
ed prevented the fire from making extreme 
headway, and the ship ‘arrived at Bermuda, 
where she narrowly escaped shipwreck by run- 
ning ashore near the entrance to the harbor 
while on her way into port in charge of » pilot 
and being assisted in steering by atug. The fire 
was subdued, but the cotton was badly damaged. 
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BOUND, GAGGED, AND ROBBED. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov. 7.—Hiram Thompson, 
a bachelor farmer of 60 years, who lives alone on his

POWER'S LATES! SCHEME 


DEAL WITH THE ANAROHISTS 
FOR FELLOWS. 

THE COUNTY DEMOCRACY BOSS WILLING 

TO SACRIFICE ANYTHING FOR HIM— 


DISGUST OF ALL DECENT DEMOCRATS. 
Boss Power and his friend Mayor Hewitt, 
the latter acting by his agent, Henry R. Beek 
man, the President of the Board of Aldermen, 
yesterday made a “deal” with three self-styled 
representatives of the Progressive Labor Party, 
otherwise known as the Socialists, by which 
Socialist votes were to be cast for Col. John R. 
Fellows instead of for Searing, the Socialist can- 
didate. The ‘deal’ was fixed up in the New- 
Amsterdam Club building, in Twenty-fourth- 
street, just weat of Broadway. 

At 11:30 o’clock three of the so-called Social- 
istic leaders, T. B. Wakeman, Lucien Sanial, and 
William Martin, went to the New-Amsterdam 
Club, and, upon giving their names, they were 
at once ushered into a room on the second floor. 
There they were soon joined by Boss Power and 
‘Mr. Beekman, Until 2:30 P. M., with a short 
intermission, the gentlemen conferred. It was 
finally decided that for and in consideration of 


County Democracy support for John Swinton 
for Sepator, upon whom the Sceialists are cen- 
tring all their strength, and of the payment of 
all the Socialistic printing bills, with some inci- 
dental payments of which no record was made, 
but which are said to be quite important to Mr. 
Wakeman and his fellow-conferrees, the Demo- 
cratic ‘‘ City and County” ballots and the ‘“*Ju- 
diciary” ballots should be bunched by the Pro- 
gressives. 

The boss rubbed his hands in glee when the 
arrangement was concluded, ‘“‘We have got 
them in our hand,” he remarke@, stretching out 
his right arm and closing his hand. And so, 
while Anarchists in Chicago are to suffer death 
on the scaffold, Boss Power makes a deal with 
Anarchistic Socialists in New-York by which 
Col. Fellows is to get the Anarchist and Socialist 
vote, . 

What pledges were required of Col. Feilows or 
what voluntary promises were expected are not 
known. In view of the affiliations of certain 
members of the Anarchists in this city with 
arson and murder and their avowed sympathy 
with the condemned Anarchists of Chicago, the 
probable full meaning of the “ deal’ will be ap- 
parent. In the notimprobable event that some 
of the New-York Anarchists should be indicted, 
would Col. Fellows, if elected, properly protect 
the city by convicting them? Would he do this 
and at the same time accept the support of these 
men? These are questions that are very perti- 
nent under all the circumstances of the Case. 

The “ deal” with the Socialists and Anarchists 
has been on the cards for some time, but it was 
hot deemed wise to carry it out until the eve of 
the election. Boss Power and Coi. Fellows did 
not thinkit would be wise to give the public a 
chance to think over the “ deal,” and so final ac- 
tion was not taken until it was thought that it 
would be impossible for the voters to know 
what had been done. The arrangement was 
made in secrecy, and every effort was put forth 
to keep the facts from leaking out. Somehow or 
other, however, the matter becaine known, 
chiefly because Boss Power could not restrain his 
glee at the result of what he called his ‘*‘ master 
stroke of politics.” 

The “deal,” despite Bos§ Power's roseate view 
of its effect, damped the ardor of all the 
friends of Col. Fellows not under the immediate 
influence ‘of the boss and Mayor Hewitt. The 
Hoffman House was filled with the usual crowd 
of well-known people who always turn up in 
that popular political resort on the eve of elec- 
tion. There were John Mathews, the sporting 
man, known for many years as the “ King of 
the Bowery ;” Michael Fugan, the friend of Ricn- 
ard Croker and proprietor of the Compton 
House; Col. Theodore A. Hamilton, Col. William 
L. Brown, Mr. Kelly, ot Kelly & Bliss, the book- 
makers; Peter De Lacy, Warden Walsh, of the 
Tombs; Thornton N. Motley, who, rumor says, 
can have almost any offiee im the gift 
of Mayor Hewitt; Mancelia Folsom, of the 
Democratic Business Men’s Association, and 
Subway Commissioners Hessand Williams. The 
general opinion among the sporting men who 
are with Col. Fellows, but who bet on Mr. Nicoll, 
was that the “deal” withthe Socialists and 
Anarchists bad materially injured the chances 
of Cul. Fellows’s election. Every sporting man, 
every gambler, tough, or social outlaw, wants to 
see Col. Fellows elected to the District Attorney- 
ship, but these men rarely bet on sentiment, 
They bet to win every time, and this isthe reason 
that those of the sporting fraternity who were 
at the Hoffman House last evening were ever 
ready to put up money on De Lancey Nicoll. 

Mr. Kelly, of Kelly & Bliss, made a number of 
bets on Mr. Nicoll, some even and others with 
odds in favor of Mr. Nicoll. So did Mr. Stedeker. 
The friends of Mr. Nicoll were not abie to get all 
their offers taken, so afraid were the friends of 
Col. Fellows of the result. The general feeling 
among the throng of people that filled the Hoff- 
man House and all the other up-town political 
resorts was that the race lay between Mr. Nicoll 
and Mr. Post, the candidate of the United Labor 
Party. Indeed, some bets were offered that Col. 
Fellows would be third in the race, and not all 
of those offered were taken. The friends of Col. 
Fellows seemed to be impressed with the fact 
that a great change has come over the situation 
within the past few days. Many of those who, 
in the exuberance of the first flush of the Colo- 
nel’s nomination risked some money on hia elec- 
tion, hedged last night in their bets. They 
seemed to feel the change of sentiment that per- 
vaded the political atmosphere, 

The political headquarters were full of activ- 
ity. In front of the New-Amsterdam Club stood 
at least a dozen cabs, all being at the beck of 
Boss Power. Mouey flowed like water. Some 
of it came from city employés, who were bled 
by the authorized *collector;” some came from 
candidates, and the rest came from the liquor 
dealers. Messengers were sent in the cabs to 
all parts of the city, and orders were sent out 
every where to trade off and *‘ knife’ everything 
in oraer to get votes for Col. Fellows. These 
orders were in most cases delivered in secret, 
but in some instances the orders were so unpala- 
table that the “secret” was given away by the 
disgusted ‘* workers.” 

In order to accomplish the election of Fellows 
orders were sent outto hire men ostensibly to 
work at the polls to the fuliest extent, and that 
all the money necessary would be given out * at 
headquarters.” This order simply meant ror the 
ward ‘ workers” and “ heelers” to bribe as 
many voters as possible by the usual method 
adopted of * hiring” them to work for the ticket. 
In each of the 812 election districts of the city 
the County Democracy organization will have 
from 20 to 25 men who will for the most part 
assist in *‘ hiring’ other men ostensibly to work 
for the ticket, but really to purchase their votes. 
A strict account of what the workers do with the 
money wWillnot be required of them by Boss 
Power or his associates. 

The Tammany men know of the little game of 
Boss Power, and they decidvud last night to keep 
as many Tammany men as possiblo from voting 
until they find out bow tbe County De- 
mocracy men were voting. Tammany Hail 
candidates do not mean to be sold out 
by Power, and they will not be if they 
can help it, Each Lammany candidate will 
have trusty menu in most of the districts, who 
willteli them how the tight is going on, andif 
all orany of them find that they are being sold 
out, in accordance with Boss Power's well-known 
plan, they will take a revenge on Col. Fellows 
that will startle that gentleman. 


THE PROGRESSIVES INDIGNANT. 

The leaders of the United Labor Party 
say that thereisno doubt whatever of a deal 
having been made between the County Democ- 
racy and the leaders of the Progressive Labor 


Party. The subject of a deal was conceived after 
the Syracuse Convention ot the United Labor 
Party,’when the Democratic leaders made ad- 
vances to the Progressives in the hopes ofcreat- 
ing a great disruption in the United Labor Party 
that would send back alarge number of ex-Dem- 
ocratsto their old love. It was urged that the 
Progressives could be of service in helping 
out certain Democratic candidates who wero 
triendly to the Progressives and at the same 
time be of use to their own party by obtaining 
funds forit to carry on a Vigorous campaign 
against Henry George, and at the samo time vin- 
dicate its principles and roll up a large vote for 
its wost prominent candidate. The Progressive 
leaders held back for a time, but finally a tacit 
agreement was reached, which Was consum- 
mated yesterday. Many workingmen believe 
that the Progressive leaders will not be able to 
influeuce the mass of Socialist voters to any 
appreciable extent. Socialists have the reputa- 
tion of standing by their accepted candidates, 
just as they stood by Henry George last year. 
They will not allow themseives to be ailected by 
bribes or trickery. 

There was a large assembly of vrominent 
Progressives last evening at their head- 
Quarters at 10 Stanton-street. Mr. She- 
vitch riaiculed the charge of a dezl 
with the Democracy. “Why.” said he, “if 
the Progressives had made any deals they 
would have bad lots of money to spend for the 
cainpaign, but as it is we have been working 
upon what little was received by voluulary con- 
tributions from members of the party, and al- 
though they contributed very liberally in pro- 
portion to their incomes, what did come in was 
notmuch. No; no deal was made and no money 
was taken from anybody.” 

Lucien Saniel, who was eharged with being 
one of the promineat Progressives who made 
the deal with Boss Power, became red with in- 
dignation when his attention was calied to the 
report. ‘There is no truth whatever init,” he 
cried; “itis a malicious slander by the Henry 
George-crowd, who think that they can thus in- 
jure us on the last day.”

THE OUILOOK IN OAIO. 


DEMOCRATS AND REPUBLICANS BOTH 
CONFIDENT OF VICTORY. 

CINCINNATI, Nov. 7.—After a listless and 
apparently hopeless campaign the Democrats in 
the last week have become suddenly active and 
are to-night claiming that they will carry the 
State and secure the Legislature. They as- 
sume that Foraker has been losing gronnd 
during the campaign and that Powell bad made 
a good impression wherever he has gone and at 


the last has shown unexpected strength. The 
party has had contributions of money from out- 
side which seem to have beeu put to good use, 
Chairman Dungan, of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee, said this evening that Powell 
would receive a P ae mgr outside of this 
county of 3,500, and in this county would not 
fail more than 1,000 behind Foraker, which 
would elect him by a plurality of 2,500. The 
Republicans, on the other hand, are in good 
spirits, but admit that there is some danger that 
they will not be able to get out all their vote 
on account of iack of harmony in the 
party in some sections, which they find it diftl- 
cult to explain. They deny that Powell will 
carry the State outside of Hamilton County or 
come anywhere near doing it, and they also deny 
that Foraker’s plurality in this county will fail 
as low as 1,000. As to the local tickets, 
the doubt is still greater on’ account of the part 
which the Labor Party will have in the election. 
At Labor headquarters the election of their en- 
tire county and legislative ticket is being pre- 
dicted to-night. While this is probably claiming 
too much, it will not be surprising if some of 
their candidates pull through. 
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A SINGULAR RAILROAD AOOIDRNT. 

WHEELING, West Va., Nov. 7.—A very 
serious loss of life was narrowly averted at 
Welisburg, on the line of the Wheeling division 
of the Pan Handle Railroad, a few miles north 
of this city, about 3 o’clock this after- 
noon. As it is, three people are very badly 
wounded, while many thousand dollars of 
property have been destroyed, and traffic 
on the line will be blocked until some time to- 
morrow. A freight train of 20 cars was en 
route for Wheeling and ran through the town of 
Wellsburg at a high rate of speed. 
At the soutnern corporation line a con- 
struction gang had been making some 
repairs to the track, and as the traiu struck the 
spot therails spread and eight cars left the 
track, crashing into and entirely demolishing 
two dwelling houses occupied by two brothers 
named Joseph and John Murphy. None of the 
tirst-named family were at home, but 
Johp, who works at night, was asleep in 
bea, with two of bis children, aged land 4 
years, respectively, asleep by his side. The 
house was completely demolished, and the 
father and two littie ones, with Miss Amelia 
pein ae a sister of John, were buried from 
sight. 

An alarm of fire was sent out, and the work 
of rescue at once begun. The lady, her brother, 
and the oldest child were unconscious when 
found, and the lady may die. The baby was un- 


harmed.

Leonard Woolsey Bacon, a Pastor of the Inde- 
pendent Presbyterian Church in Savannah, Ga, 
preached a regular Fourth of July sermon last 
Summer,in which, quoting from an ex-Con- 
federate Colonel’s speech on the battieiield of 
Gettysburg, he exclaimed: “Oh, my couutry, 
what a calamity for the South when the assas- 
sin’s bullet struck down Abraham Lincoln!” 
Nobody in the congregation approved of the 


rourder of Lincoln, it is presumed, but the old 
women raised such a howi that on the next Sun- 
day Dr. Bacon made a codici! to his sermon, tak- 
ipg the ground that he had not expected to be un- 
derstood as saying that the right or wrong of 
principles are settled by the outcome of national 
conflicts or religious disputes. The manner in 
which he took water was refreshing, but it did 
not conciliate the brethren who were so deeply 
offended by his reference to Lincoln. They have 
been sapping and mining, and are now trying to 
prevent Dr. Bacon’s re-election as Pastor of the 
church, bis present term expiring next month. 
Tae election will be held next Sunday. The 
congregation is greatly divided. Dr. Bacon is 
supported by the weaithiest members of the 
church. The other side expect to defeat him by 
a majority of 100 votes. The electioneering is 
lively, but as thereis no chance to stuff the hat 
it may be fair.

JOHN (©. NIGLUTSCB’S SUICIDE. 

John C. Niglutsch, a clerk at Castle Gar- 
den, who was once Assemblyman from the 
Tenth District, died last night at Bellevue Hos- 
pital of a pistol-shot wound of the left breasi, 
inflicted by himself, at 82 First-street, the resi- 


deuce of Capt. Otto Heinzman, Assistant Super- 
intendent of Castle Garden. Niglutch lived 
there with his father. He bad for 19 years been 
organist of St. Barnabas’s Episcopal Church, at 
Irvington, and was there Sunday, apparently in 
the best of spirits. Yesterday morning his 
father went out early, and John was not missed 
until the afternoon, when Heinzman’s children 
came home trom school and clamored for bim. 
They were toid to go to his room, and came 
back in terror, saying that he was lying in blood 
on the floor. 

He was alive and conscious. He gave no 
reason for his act, but said be planned to shoot 
himself so that he shouid die, and was glad that 
he had dope with this world. Before he went to the 
hospital he began toraveinecoherently. He left 
a willand an almost illegible letter addressed 
to the police asking for protection for himself 
and bis father against the Socialists who bad 
conspired to murder them. His friends say that 
Niglutsch fora month had drank to excess.

PRICH TWO CENTS, 
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AN AMERICAN ENGLISHMAN: 


JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN’S MIS- 
SION HERE. 
THE APPEARANCE OF THE MEMBER 
FROM BIRMINGHAM AND HIS VIEWS 
ON VARIOUS PUBLIC QUESTIONS. 

The member from Birmingham looks 10 
years younger than hois, for the Right Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain was born in 1836, andis 
therefore 51 years of age. A critical examination 
of the great English Radical, as he stood on the 
spar deck of the Etruria yesterday morniaog, de- 
veloped none of the signs that signify thata 
manisonthe down grade. Tall, and of rather 
slight build, his carriage indicates that he has 

lost none of the physical activity of youth. 
Sparkling eyes, a cleanly-shaven face, closely- 
cropped hair, and an air of great cordiality 
might not have been sutticient to discover Mr. 
Chamberlain’s identity to a stranger, but if the 
latter had been seeking the British member of 
the commission to which has been intrusted 
the important solution of the difference that ex- 
ists between Canada and the United States re- 
garding the rights and wrongs ofthe two coun- 
tries on the fisheries question, he would have 
been greatly assisted by the efforts made by the 
rest of the Etruria’s passengers to see the last 
of Mr. Chamberlain as he went down the side of 
the monster Cunarder as she lay at Quarantine 


and sprang lightly aboard of the revenue cutter 
Manhattan. 


There was nothing monotonous about tire 
passage across the Atlantic which the Etruria, 
ended yesterday. Tnis was not due ontirely te 
Mr. Chamberlain’s presence on board. The 
weather had a good deal to do with it, and Capt. 
Cook, whoisavery truthful seaman, declared 
that he never before witnessed such weather 
and so much of it, though he has been crossing 
the Atlantic for a trifle of 37 years. On Thurs- 


day Neptune made a determined effort to get 
inside the Etruria and drown everybody on 
board. He did not succeed, but he stoved in @ 
couple of boatssin amost thorough manner, 
swept the decks of everything movable, dropped 
a ton or so of brine into the engine room, and 
almost killed a Jack tar. Then he made nearly 
every passenger on board so sick that real estate 
advanced 500 per cent. in value ina single night. 

Mr. Chamberlain persisted in retainiug not 
only a very fine flow of spirits, but his appetite. 
In spite of this he managed without any partic- 
ular effort on his part to become and to continue 
untilthe last minute a great favorite, and on 
Saturday night, when it was decided that the 
proper thing to do was to give a concert, 
only Mr. Chamberlain would answer for Chairé 
man or Director-General, and he accepted tha 
position and filled it adwirably. 

His presence on board the Etruria gave @ 
boom to a discussion of English politica. In 
such discussions Mr. Chamberlain seldom took 
part, aud when, one evening, he was requested 
to make a speech he complied and very deftly 
talked all around English polities without once 
trenching op such dangerous ground. For days 
after the start the man who had more than @ 
vague acquaintance with Mr. Chamberlain’s 
career was in general demand, and the general 
verdict was that, considering his success in pub- 
lic life, the striking characteristic of the mem- 
ber from Birmingham was modesty. 

His career has been something of a marvel for} 
a staid country like Engiand, though its parallel 
here is not uncommon. He made his début as @ 
radicalof theRadicalsin 1876 and four years later 
was a Cabinet Minister. His strong personality 
and undoubted ability lifted him over the heads 
of hundreds of others who were ancients in pub- 
lic life when he enteredit. Before his entrance 
to Parliament the Radicals in it were scarcely 
recognized. He organized them and compelled 
recognition. Almost ata bound he leaped into 
prominence, and when Gladstone’ entered 
upon his third administration he offered Mr. 
Chamberlain the post of First Lord of the Admi- 
ralty. Mr. Chamberlain refused it to accept t 
less important office of President of the Local 
Goverpment Board, 

Though his political career previous to his en- 
trance to Parliament had -bven confined to Bir- 
mingham, of which he was Mayor for three terms 
aud for which he did a great deal, he quickly de- 
veloped into a power innationaljpolitics. Without 
aneffort almost he overshadowed the man who 
had defeated him in his first effort to reach Parlia- 
ment, the veteran Koebuck, but the latter is 
only one of many who had fair prospects of 
achieving more than ordinary prominence in the 
nation before Mr. Chamberlain was known be- 
yond the limits of Birmingham. in thatcity he 
was born, and there he made his fortune, though 
its foundation was laid by his father, who owned 
the Nettlefold’s Wooden Screw Works, in which 
Joseph Chamberlain was a laborer with his head 
from his eighteenth year until1874. In that 
year he retired with a furtune large enough to 
satisfy an Englishman of positibn, and which, it 
is said, he has so placed that it cannot well be 
disturbed. 

Though a radical of the Radicals, Mr. Cham- 
beriain refused to follow the Liberal chieftain 
when Gladstone proclaimed himself in favor of 
giving Ireland homerule. He not only refused 
to support Gladstone in his Irish policy. but he 
offered the most uncompromising opposition to 
it. It must have seemed very odd to his Radical 
constituents to see their leader stand shoulder 
to shoulder with Hartington and Goschen, and 
it was doubtless a great disappointment to 
Giadstone and bis friends that Birmingham 
did not at once and for all time then 
and there set its seal of condemnation 
upon Chamberlain. But Birmingham did nothing 
of the sort, believing that its great represent- 
ative had good reasous for his change of base. 
They heard the reasons and were satisfied, and 
are sostill, knowing that Mr. Chamberlain 
comes to America as the representativg,of an 
administration with which he and they e@ lit- 
tle or nothing in common, except the determi- 
nation to prevent the possible disruptiom of the 
union by couceding home rule to reland. 

In his own country Mr. Chamberlain has been 
cailed an American Englishman. Except that 
he invariably wears an eyeglass, a singlé-bar- 
reled one at that, he might be mistaken for a 
New-Yorker, as there is nothing strikingly» dis- 
tinctive about his ordinary garb; thefact thathe 
alway wears an orchid, when it’s possible to get 
one, doesn’t bar him out. He wore a biack suit 
anda black overcoat with an astrakhan collar, 
and asilk hat yesterday morning. When the 
word was given to him that the United States 
revenue cutter Manhattan was waiting to take 
him and his party and their belongings from 
Quarantine to New-York he was all ready. So 
were his oflicial secretaries, J. H.G. Bergnue and 
Willoughby Maycock; his private secretary, Mr. 
Beaucierck, and two men servants. 

In the revenue eutter, which looked like a 
dingey alongside the Etruria, were Heury G, 
Edwardes, First Secretary of the British Lega- 
tion at Washington; William Smith, Deputy 
Minister of Marine of Canada; Capt. F. H. Aynd, 
of the United States Secret Service; Surveyor of 
the Port Beattie, and Capt. Whelan, Superiu- 
tendent of the Barge Office. The transfer from 
the Etruria to the Manhattan was quickly made, 
baggage and all, though hundredscrowded about 
the gangway to see the debarkation. Tbere 
were no demonstrations, except a request 
on the part of a gray headed and bearded steer- 
age passenger that every one give three cheers 
tor Parnell and Gladstone. Nobody complied 
with the request, and from the deck of the Man- 
hattan Mr. Chamberlain bowed repeatedly to the 
Yareweils of those on the steamer. The Etruria 
passed the Manhattan on her way up the har- 
bor, but before any of her passengers were 
landed Mr. Chamberlain and his party were 
domiciled at the Brevoort House. 

To catch Mr. Chamberlain napping it would be 
necessary to rise at an uncommonly early Lour. 
Suave aud cordial as he is, aud easily as he finds 
words to auswer questions, he is exceedingly 
quick to scent danger, and couches a refusal in 
language that would soothe a Home Ruler who 
had rever left the sod. From this it may be in- 
ferred that he does not hold bimself aloof from 
reporters, and such is the undeniable tact. 
Moreover, if he remained long in this country 
he would give Chauncey M. Depew a tight race 
for tirst place in the hearts of the newsgatherers. 

When he was asked if the Liberal Party enter- 
tained hopes of soon simashing the present ad- 
ministration, he replied that he did not consider 
himself entitled to answer any questions relat- 
ing te controversial politics, From the moment 
he left Queenstown he laid his character as & 
politician aside and invested himseli in that of 
the diplomatist. He would be glad to discuss 
general subjects. A question regarding recent 
alleged atterances touching Ivish home rule 
wus Ered athim. That, too, he did not feel justi- 
fied in answering, but, under @ slight pressure, 
he was induced to say something on the ques- 
tion. 

He had been quoted, be was told, as having 
said, in speaking of the Irish race tu America: 
- There ase never been a time in the last 30 
years When the irish in America have not been 
willing to use all the privileges which have been 
conceded to them by their adopted country to 
suw dissension and promote til-feeling between 
Great Britain and the United States.” 

“T do not think,” Mr. Chambertuin said, ** that 
T used the expression ‘There has never been @ 
time.’ Whaii did say, to the best of my recol- 
lection, was ‘There have been occasions when 
the Irish in America have not hesitated to jeop- 
ardize the interests of their adopted country in 
the pursuit of their objects.’ I did not say they 
invariably did soe.” 

Had he any plan to offer or a substitute for 
Mr. Gladstone’s [rish heme rule measure, 

“T have always said { was prepared,” was his 
answer, ‘to use Mr. Gladstoue’s own words, to 
give the largest possible extention to local gov- 
ernment in Ireland consistent with the lutegritr 
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‘of the empire, the supremacy of the Imperial 
Parliament, and the protection of the minority, 
and so on.” 

The bloodthirsty tone of some Canadian news- 
papers was called to his attention, notably that 
of the Toronto Globe, which had threatened war 
in caSe Mr, Chamberlain’s opinions reflected 
public sentiment in Great Britain. 

His remarks on the question of commercial 
union between the United States and Canada, 
he said, had probably been misapprehended, 
He did not understand—and correctly, of course 
—that such aproposal had been made by the 
Canadian Govirament. Ashe understood it, it 
was Simply under discussion. He did not think | 
it had received any consideration in England, | 
He had referred to it as an example in a speech 
made a few days ago, and could see no ground 
for the irritation of Canadian papers toward | 
him on account of his utterances. He could see 
no reason why Canada shouli take such a | 
step. He could understand, however, if such 
BR proposal was serivusly entertained by 
Canada, why it might become necessary to re- 
vise the relations which now existed between 
Canada and the United Kingdom. If Canada 
were to consummate commercial union with 
the United States and compel England to pay a 
sae ip Nea tariff, it was dificult to see why Eng- 
and should not desire to divest herself of re- 
sponsibilities engendered by her present rela- 
tions with Canada. If the argument that trade 
followed the flag were to be destroyed, of what 
benefit would it be to England to retain a costly 
nominal supremacy from which there was no 
return. 

But would commercial union between Canada 
and the United States lead to the absolute inde- 
pendence of Canada? 

Mr, Chamberlain said that, in aspeech made 
a few days_ago, he had stated that if commer- 
cial union meant free trade between the United 
States and Capada and the continuance of pro- 
tective duties on the part of Canada against the 
mother country it would undoubtedly cause the 
English people to reflect upon the advantages 
and disadvantages of continuing relations which 
were burdened with responsibilities and nothing 
else. This was a personal opinion. 

Would the commission of which he was a 
member discuss other questions besides that re- 
lating to the Atlantic fisheries ? 

That was the chief question. There might be 
other questions open to discussion, however, 
and the commission would be open toa discus- 
sion of the Behring Sea fisheries. The proposi- 
tion made by Lord Salisbury that the fisheries 
dispute might be settled by a return to the 
treaty of Washington was only of a temporary 
character, and intended to bridge a gap pending 
a full discussion of the matter. Mr. Chamber- 
lain smiled when ke was asked if he favored an 
agreemeut similar to that of the Washington 
treaty, or did he preferthe treaty of 1818 as a 
solution of the difficulty? He could not antici- 
pate possible or probable discussions. Such a 
course was not open to him. 

Vid Mr. Chamberlain represent the empire 
alone on the commission ? 

He did, in a sense, but all three Commissioners 
represented Great Britain. Sir Charles Tupper 
would represent Canada, and there were none 
more competent to do so. Sir Charles would 
speak for Canada, as he was so well acquainted 
with her local needs. He would probably be 
satisfied with any arrangement that was made, 
and such arrangement would prebably be satis- 
facvory to a great majority of the people of 


Canada __ also. Though he (Mr. Cham- 
berlain) was the representative of Great 
Britain, still. Sir Charles Tupper heid 
his commission from the Crown also. The in- 


structions carried by Mr. Chamberlain were 
only such as were alwaysissued on such oc- 
casions. Thedate of the Commissioners’ first 
meeting had not been decided upon, and he did 
not expect to go to Washington for a few 
days. That might depend upon Sir Charlies 
Tupper, who was engaged with election matters, 
he understood. 

Was Mr, Chamberlain still a member of the 
nivanced wing of the Liberal Party, a radical 
of the Radicals? Mr. Chamberlain promptly 
said that he was. 

Mr. Chamberlain was asked to name special 
measures of which be was in favor. 

Without apparently devoting a moment’s 
thought to the question, he said: ** Iam in favor 
of the endowment of the State Chureh, of pri- 
mary education, the freedom of the schools, of 
local option, of the extension of local govern- 
ment—in counties—in all parts of the United 
Kingdom, and of graduated taxation. The lat- 
ter might be applied to more than incomes, 
making larger properties pay proportionately 
more than smaller ones. We will say that a 
smallincome is taxed 5 per cent. Graduate 
the tax so that it should reach a 
height of 10 per cent, lt existed here 
during the war; it exists to-day in some Con- 
tinental countries and to some extent in India. 
I am also in favor of manhood suffrage. It 
wouldintroduce in politics a younger, but not 
lower, grade of voters. Take the case of a 
householder. Ho may be of a very low grade, 
but he is avoter. The young man who lives 
in the same house may be educated, and bein 
every way of better material than the house- 
holder, but he cannot vote.” 

Were any of these measures, particularly the 
last weasure, likely to soon become laws? 

** Tt is impossible to predicate about our poli- 
tics,” replied Mr. Chamberlain. ‘* The Irish ques- 
tion occupies attention to the exclusion of all 
these proposed reforms.”’ 

When would the Irish question be settled; 
would he be kind enough to fix the date? 

The eyeglass glistened atthe questioner. Its 
owner answered: ‘‘ Ido not think it will be set- 
tled in our time.” 

He had advocated the abolishment of primo- 
geniture. The proposition was gemerally ac- 
ceptable. A bill providing for its abolition would 
have been passed by the last Government if 
there had been time to press it. 

Of all the reform measures of which he was an 
advocate he considered that of the extension of 
local government by far the most important. 
He had always been a etrong free trader and an 
opponent of fairtrade. He spoke for the United 
Kingdom. He knew no one who had very well 
defined fair trade. Its definition varied withthe 
speakers; fair traders were not agreed. 

Had Henry George made any headway in the 
United Kingdom ? 

George’s book had been extensively read there. 
It bad excited much attention and a great dea! 
of admiration, at least so far as the style of the 
book was concerned. George’s doctrines, how- 
ever, had made little headway. Mr. Chamber- 
lain did not think George had many followers in 
Great Britain. The English were in favor of 
the nationalization of land, but not according to 
George’s plan. 

There was not a large following of Socialists in 
the United Kingdom. The Socialists were mak- 
ipg no progress there. 

Had any detectives accompanied Mr. Cham- 
berlain from England ? 

“Certainly not,” he replied, 
*“‘No detectives came with me.”’ 

Had he been provided with any on this side of 
the water! 

“No doubt the United States will take very 
good e of its guests,” was his response. 
“Thatis not a matter formy consideration; I 
have no fear on the subject.” 

Mr. Chamberlain said he did not expect to 
tmoake any speeches, even on social topics, in the | 
United States, though he intended to spend 
some time with friends here, and before his re- 
turn to Engiand he intended to devote some 
time to travel in this country and Canada for 
purposes of information. 

Finally, had Mr. Chamberlain anything he de- 
sired to say for himself? He smiled, said ‘No, 
thank you,” and the interview was at an end.

THE FRENCH SPOLIATION CLAIMS. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—The following points of 
interest to those having French spoliation claims 
were decided to-day by the Court of Claims, Judgo 
Jobn Davis delivering the opinion: “‘ The court holds 
that the treaties of 1778 with France ceased to exist 
as an international liability after July 7, 1798, and 
claims arising after that date must be measured by 
the principles of international law without regard 
to the treaties which were before in force. The 
court holds that American privateers captured 
by France were good prizes of war, but that the 
mere possession of a merchant vessel engaged in 
trade of aletterof marque or some armament did 
notauthorize condemnation by the prize tribunals 
of France. After a full examination of the naval 
operations in the West Indies between 1793 and 
1800 the court concludes that France did not 
maintain a blockade of the English possesions 
there, and that American vessels bound to British 
West Indian ports were not good prizes on the 
ground that they were bound toa blockaded or be- 
leagured port,” The court also ruled upon the allow- 
ances to be made for insurance, freight, and salvage.

From there Saturday afternoon, between 
4and5 o'clock, the Attakapas Rangers, under 
command of Capt. Cade, together with a posse 
of citizens, partly of this neighborhood and 
partly from Franklin, moved on the town. There 
are several versions of what afterward occurred, 
The correct story is probably this: At the en- 
trance to the town stand two cottages, the one 
on the right occupied by a white man named 
Hibbert and that on the left by colored people. 
Here, as the troops approached, they found a 
crowd of from 50 to 100 excited negroes 
assembled. This crowd was ordered to 
disperse, and some of the members of the mob 
left, while others remained and assumed a deii- 
ant attitude. One negro, of notorious character, 
threw his hand behind him asif to draw a pistol, 
and thsn in a moment the whole affair was over, 
A regular fusilade was opened upon the negroes 
by the Sheriff’s posse,and four of them were 
shot dead. It is asserted by the militia, and with 
cansiderable positiveness by some of them, that 
no Militiamau fired a shot, and that all the kill- 
ing was done by the Sheriff’s posse, Capt. Cade 
seems to have had a great dealof difficulty in 
restraining his men from firing, but he appears 
to have succeeded. Besides the four negroes 
killed one was very severely wounded. Two 
boys also are said to have been hit. The Sheriff 
withdrew as soon as the firing began. 

After the affray the troops marched through 
the town, and many of the negroes retired to 
the woods. The number of shots fired is va- 
riously estimated at from 30 to 100, but the 
firing was by no means indiscriminate. The 
four men killed were all bad characters. Their 
names were Wash and Dolph Anderson, broth- 
ers; Lewis Cooper, brother-in-law of the Ander- 
sons, and Robert Wren, a colored saloon keeper, 
who killed a man a week ago within afew yards 
of the place where he was shot. The dead were 
buried yesterday by the troops. The town was 
guarded and patrolled by cavalry and infantry 
last night. It was impossible to move in any 
direction without being chailenged.

SHOT BY HEK HUSBAND. 
THE CRAZY ACTION OF AN INFURIATED 
MAN. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 7.—Mrs. Annie Cross, 
an Englishwoman, 27 years of age, who one 
month ago was married to William G. Cross, a 
barber at 109 Race-street, was shot five times 
this morning by James Raistrich, an Englishman, 
who claims her as his wife. The shooting took 
place about 11:30 o’clock at the home of Mr 
Cross, 322 St. John-street. The woman is now 


lying in a critical condition in the Pennsylvania 
Hospital, where the physiciaus say that she may 
live for a while, but are not sanguine of her 
recovery. Maistrich, accordfng to his own 
statement, was born in Yorkshire, England, 
30 years ago, where he learned the trade of a 
loom repairer. In June of 1886 he became ac- 
quainted with Mrs, Cross, and finally persuaded 
her to marry him and come to America. They 
came to this city and lived as man and wife. 
The couple frequently quarreled, and the neigh- 
bors say that Kaistrich often beat the woman. 
Their last quarrei was about six weeks ago, one 
morning befvre the young man went to work. 
When he returned at night the woman had left 
the house and taken with her clothing and 
jewelry. From that time until last Saturday 
Raistrich had been unable to find her. 

The woman became acquainted with Cross, 
who was a widower with three children. Cross 
believed her when she tola him she was a widow, 
and a month ago they were married. On Satur- 
day morning while out marketing she was sud- 
denly confronted by Raistrieh, who appealed to 
her to return and live withhim. This she re- 
fused to do, and told him of her marriage and 
said that she was happy. This so enraged him 
that he threatened to murder her, and to con- | 
ciliate him she promised to return this 
morning at 9 o’clock and live with him. 
As ehe did not come at the = ap- 
pointed hour, the young man went to the 
house, 322 St. John-street, and entered the back 
way. The woman was seated alone by the win- 
dow peeling potatoes when he opened the door 
with the revolver in his hand. Divining his in- 
tention, she attempted to escape through the 
door, but, failingin this, ran into a corner, and, 
eovering her face with her hands, pleaded for 
mercy. Hetold her that he would ‘‘show her 
mercy,” and taking aim at her head fired tive 
times in succession, every shot taking eifect. 
Two of them entered one side of her face 
and passed through the other cheek, knocking 
out a number of teeth. Thethird struck her in 
the right temple and glanced off. The fourth 
broke her right wrist and the fifth passed 
through her left hand. The woman sank to the 
floor with the blood flowing from her wounds 
and the man rushed out and down §8t. John- 
street pursued by a crowd of people who had 
been attracted by the shots. He was captured 
at the corner of Vine-street by Officer Turner, 
of the Fourth District, and locked up. 

Barber Cross refuses to believe the story told 
by Raistrich, but has no idea why he should 
have wished to murder his wife.

THE POUGHKEEPSIE BRIDGE.

A TRAP FOR THE PRESIDENT WHICH 
DID NOT SUCCEED. 

The bosses and their candidate, Cal. Fel- 
lows, were in a peck of trouble last evening. 
They have tried in various ways to persuade 
the people that President Cleveland is in favor 
of the Colonei’s election, even after all the dis- 
closures regarding Fellows's counection with 
Tweed, and in various ways they have sought to 
get Mr. Cleveland to write another letter, dated 
after the Tweed disclosures were made. The 
President has steadily declined to do this, and 
the bosses and their candidatag were greatly 
troubled by his retusal. They then concocted 
another selieme, a little more adroit, but whieh, 
if successfully carried ont, would, in their opin- 
ion, accomplish the same result as would be ac- 
Pe nei by another letter from the Presi- 
dent. 

The scheme was simply this: Boss Power, of 
this citv; Boss McLaughlin, of Brooklyn, and 
Mayor Hewitt wrote to the President, saying 
that there were in the Custom House in this 
city alarge number of good and loyal Demo- 
ecrats who were anxious to votre and work for 
the election of Col. Fellows, providing they were 
giveu an opportunity to do so: the County De- 
mocracy was rather short of active workers, 
and there did not seem to be any way 
of getting the requisite number of the kind 
of workers wanted unless recourse was had 
te the employes of the Custom House. It was 
then suggested that an order from the President 
to have the Custom House closed election day 
so that the employes would have a holiday, 
which they could spendin voting and working 
for Col. Feliows, would be most acceptably re- 
ceived by the undersigned and by a great mass 
of Democratic voters in the city and county of 
New-York. The President was asked not to de- 
lay issuing his order later than Saturday, or 
early on Monday. 

The full significance of the move on the part 
of the bosses was this: The order once issued, 
the nowspapersin favor of Col. Fellows would 
immediately boast that it showed that, even 
atter the Tweed exposures, President Cleveland 
desired to have Col. Fellows elected District 
Attorney.

Two disastrous fires occurred yesterday in the 
north quarter of Omaha, Neb., entailing a loss of 
$20,000. The first was an old stable and several 
coaches, and ja one of the coaches Joseph Lawn, a 
teamster, perished. The second destroyed a large 
livery barn, with 21 head of horses, 25 vehicles, and 
all other contents. Two small cottages and a pri- 
vate stable near by were also burned. 


Noah Hand’s grist mill, at Rio Grande, N. J., 
was totally destroyed by fire on a at 
midnight. The property was valued at $2,500, and 
was insured for only $1,100. There are circum- 
stances which lead to the belief that the mill was 
robbed of corn and flour, which was taken to a boat 
at the landing near by, and then set on fire.

HOW THE SONG SAVED WASHINGTON 


AFTER LINCOLN’S INAUGURATION. 
Thomas Nast in the Denver News. 

“J was in Washington a few days prior 
to the inauguration of Lincolnin 1861, having 
been sent by the Harpers to take sketches when 
that event should come off.. I did nothing but 
walk around the city and feel the public pulse, 
so tospeak. There was no necessity of saying 
anything to anybody. You intuitively recog- 
nized that trouble was brewing. Southerners 
had sworn that Lincoln should not be inaugu- 
rated. Their utterances had fired tne Northern 


heart, and the people loyal to the old flag were 
just as determined that the lawfully-elected 

resident should be inaugurated, though blood 
shouldtiow in the attempt. It was an awful 
time. People lookea different then than they do 
now. Little knots of men could be seen con- 
versing together in whispers on street corners, 
and even the whispors ceased when a person un- 
kuown to them approached. Everybody seemed 
to suspect every one else. Even women looked 
askance at each other, and children obliged to 
be out would scurry home as if frightened, prob- 
ably heaving been given warning by their par- 
ents. The streets at night, for several nights 
prior to the inaugural ceremonies, were practi- 
cally deserted. There wasa hush over every- 
thing. It seemed to me that the shadow of death 
was hovering near. .I had constantly floating 
before my eyes sable plumes and trappings of 
woe. I could héar dirges constantly, and thought 
for a while that I would have to leave the place 
or gocrazy. Iknew ailthese sombre thoughts 
were but imagination, but I also knew that the 
something which had Influenced my imagination 
was tangible, really existed. The 4th of March 
came and Mr. Lincoln was inaugurated quietly 
aud without ostentation. After the services 
were over and it became known that Mr. Lin- 
coln had really been inducted into office, 
there was a savage snarl went up from 
the Southerners. The snarl was infectious. 
It was answered by just as savage growls 
all over the city. ut nothing was said. A 
singie yell of defiance, a pistol shot, or even 
an oath would have | epee schagcr a conflict. Men 
simply glared at each other and gnashed their 
teeth, but were careful not to grit them so it 
could be heard. I went to my room in the 
Willard and sat down to do some work. I 
couldn’t work. The stillness was oppressive. 
At least a dozen times I picked up my pencils 
only to throw them down again. [ got up and 
paced the floor nervously. I heard men on 
either side of me doing the same thing. Walk- 
ing didn’t relieve the severe mental strain. I[ 
satdownin my chair and pressed my head in 
my hands. Suddenly I heard a window go up 
and some one step out on the balcony of the 
Ebbitt House directly opposite. Everybody in 
the hotels had heard him. What is he going to 
do? I asked myself, and I suppose every one 
else propounded the same mental interroga- 








tion. We hadn’t to wait long. He began to 
sing the ‘Star-Spangled Banner’ in a clear, 


strong voice. The effect was magical, electrical. 
One window went up, and another, and then 
another, and heads popped out all over the 
neighborhood. People began to stir on the 
streets. A crowd soon gathered. The grand old 
song was taken up and sung by thousands. The 
spell was broken, and when the song was fin- 
ished tongues were loosened, and cheer after 
cheer rent the air. The man rooming next to 
me rapped on my door and insisted that I should 
take a drink with him. As we passed along the 
corridors we were joined by others. Men were 
wild with joy, some of them weeping and throw- 
ing their arms around each other's neck. Others 
were singing, and all were happy. 

**Washington was itself again. The ‘Star- 
Spangled Banner’ saved it.” 


THE VOTE IN DELAWAEE. 


PRACTICALLY A VICTORY FOR CONSTI- 


TUTIONAL REVISION. 
From the Dover (Del.) Sentinel, Nov. 5. 
Tuesday’s vote for a convention proves 
conclusively that the people want such changes 
in the organic law as will enable them to have 
some voice in theirown government. Fourteen 
thousand six hundred and fifty-three voters in 
this State casting ballots ‘“ For a Convention,” 


on a day appointed Paarl cong J to keep the vote 
down, has convinced even the most strenuous 
opponents of the movement that a convention 
willcome. Had the vote been taken on election 
day, at least 20,000 votes would have been éast 
for a convention. As it is,in spite of all the 
opposition, and by the people's own volition, 
almost without any organization, the voters 
came within 900 votes of overcoming the ma- 
jority cast at the largest poll ever voted at any 
election in the State, that of 1882—the majority 
over the votes of 1884 and 1886 being very 
handsome. 

Yet the convention people are nowtold by 
some that the vote is not sufficient. Why? 
Does the Constitution when it says “ greater 








. than at any one of the three preceding elec- 


tions,’ mean that the convention vote must be 
cast against the highest and not the average 
vote of said elections? The convention vote has 
overcome not only the votes of 1884 and 1886, 
but has a handsome majority over the averace 
vote of those years combined with that of 1882. 

Did it ever occur to the most bitter opponents 
of a convention, when considering Tuesday’s 
vote, that there are at least 8,000 disfranchised 
voters in the State who were debarred from 
taking any part in the election, half of whom at 
least, had they stood where the laws of 1832 
would have placed them, on the assessment list, 
would have voted for a convention? For itis 
well known that in the olden times, to which 
the opponents of a convention love so well to re- 
fer, they never dreamed of disfranchising a man 
because he failed to pay his tax. Thatis anew 
thing which the opponents of a convention do 
not fear, although they professto stand in dread 
of everything new in the way of a Conatitution. 

The friends of a convention have every encour- 
agement in Tuesday’s result, despite the faet 
that they voted not only against dead men and 
men removed from the State, but against the 
organized rum power and with the loss of thou- 
sands who would have voted for a convention if 
the old laws contemporaneous with the Consti- 
tution had been in force. The convention is 
won!

THR’ SITR “OF “EDEN. 


‘CHARLESTON AS A CLAIMANT—ARGU< 


MENT ‘OF “BISHOP “KEENER. 
From the Charleston) (S.i0.) News,,Nov.2, 

Assuredly there is no’place like-Charles 
*ton. It was famous in the old Colonial-days, Its 
history during the great Revolution was heroic,, 
It was “the cradle of the rebellion.” It is the 
scene of the most stupendous earthquake that 
the American continent has krown in modern: 
times. It is the place of the famous festivai 
whichis nowin progress. This would seem to 
be enough; but the greatest dignity and honor, 


it seems, was yet tocome. Charleston, itis now 
asserted, was the site of the Garden of Paradiso, 
the ancient Eden, which theologians and histo- 
rians for centuries past have vainly sought to, 
determine. 

Bishop J. C. Keener writes to the Southern 
Christian Advocate (Methodist) a review of the 
speculations of Dr. Warren, of the Boston Uni- 
versity, who argues that “the cradle of the hu- 

‘man race” isto be found at the North Pole, and, 
‘of course, as Bishop Keener says,if this is the 
truth, no one can think of it or look toward it, 
without seeing Boston and its university. Dr, 
Warrén says in his book that one of the most pa- 
thetic passages in literature is thatin which 
Columbus announces to his royal patrons his 
discovery of the ascent to the gate of the long 
lost Garden of Eden. Of course Columbus was 
mistaken, but it may be, Bishop Keezer remarks,, 
that he was not so far out of the way as Dr. 
Warren thinks. Suppose ‘‘ we bring Eden down 
South as far as Charleston, embracing the coast 
between the Santee and Savannah, with its sev- 
eral rivers and inlets, between the thirtieth and 
fortieth paraliels of latitude,” there is this at 
least to say; ' 

1. Inand near the Cooper and Ashley Riv< 
ers there is a vast collection of the remains 
of the largest mammals, specially of their 
molars and yertebra@. These are remarkable 
for their variety; very huge, very many, and 

evidently of many distinct species. We put 
this aguinst all solitary individuals as yet dis- 
covered in or near the arctic regions, 

2. Besides those remains, which, from the 
amount of silica in them, have resisted the ac- 
tion of time and acids, there are phosphate 
masses in which these molars are imbedded. 
Probably the large bones returned to their 
original source. Then there are scattered about: 
sinall and large boulders of the phosphate of' 
lime, indicating at a greater depth a mine of 
this mineral, 

3. This shows that'these animals were nov 
floated into this place by the action of sea cur- 
rents, but were here from the first and found in 
the alluvial plains around, and meadows filled; 
with bulbous plants, and an uxuberant flora, 
their original habitat. Only a region supplying 
plants fed by a heavy phosphate pabulum could 
support creatures of such enormous bone. 

4, As these several species multiplied from a 
single pair, masses of their remains would most 
probably indicate the place of their origin. 
Whether behemoth was made in Eden, we know 
that he was reviewed there, and there named by 
Adam. And the Almight says, speaking to Job: 
** Behold now behemoth, which I made with 
thee; he eateth grass like an ox.” 

These views are strengthened by the building 
of the ark. Itis to be supposed that Noah lived, 
not very farfrom the original home of man. 
The ark was evidently designed for speed and a 
long voyage. Hadit been made only to start 
from a given point and float about for 150 days, 
and then ground at no great distance from the 
point of departure, it would have been shaped 
heavy and square. The timbers for such a ves- 
sel were necessarily of continuous length and 
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great strength. Its knees and ribs would 
require such wood as the live oak, 
grown near the sea Large quantities of 





piteh and tar would be required to make it 
water-tight. The word “gopher” means 
“pitch,” *‘pine.” Bishop Keener holds that it is 
possible that the gopher wood was the wood of 
the long-leaft pine, which either of the Carolinas 
could have furnished in abundance. 

The breaking up, of the deep at the time of 
the deluge, would not imply necessarily any 
very great change in the conformation of the 
continents nor in the sea currents. When, then, 
the ark was lifted up and “went upon the face 
of the waters,” it started due east, if it started 
from Charleston. Bishop Keener says: 

“Tt would presently strike the Gulf Stream. 
Floating on that sea current, it would take a 
northerly direction until it reached the fortieth 
parallel, and then would go due east, and, as 
inany a helpless craft since, would come within 
sight of Spain and Africa. But those coasts 
being submerged, there would be nothing to de- 
flect the current, but it would pass over the 
plateaus of Spain into the Mediterranean, across 
the lower part of Greece, then over the plains of 
Asia Minor, and, still holding the same parallel, 
strike Mount Ararat. The distance from Charles- 
ton to Mount Ararat is 151 degrees of lati- 
tude, say 8,515 miles. The time the ark was on 
the water was 150 days,or 3,600 hours. O?f 
Cape Hatteras the Gulf Stream has a velocity of 
two miles an hour; this would leave Very little 
to be overcome, if anything, when we aliow for 
the uninterrupted tlow which the current then 
had.” 

Itis not likely, Bishop Keener thinks, thas 
animals would be landed in any other than the 
latitude to which they were accustomed, and 
they would determine the direction of the ark’s 
course, The pathway of the ark, under this 
supposition, had a blessing in it. Between the 
thirtieth and the fortieth parallels havesprung 
up the great philosophers, warriors,. statesmen, 
and discoverers of the race, including the Say- 
iour, St. Paul, St. John, and the churches of 
Asia Minor. Bishop Keener modestly remarks, 
in conclusion, that he will not lay stress upon 
the fact that ‘‘ by the providence of God we find 
Methodism begun at Charleston and Savannah 
in the first hymn book ever published by Mr. 
Wesley; also in the Moravians, in Charles Wes- 
ley, and in the labors of Mr. Whitfield,” but that 
‘there certainly would be a fitness in starting 
it somewhere near the original site—Eden.” 

This is the latest theory as to the place of 
Paradise, and we need add but few words in sup- 
port of its plausibility and probability. It may 
be said, however, that the views of the distin- 
guished divine whom we have quoted will not 
at all surprise any one who lives in or near 
Charleston. The modern Garden of Eden is 
here. We know that very well, and itis only 
natural to suppose that the ancient garden was 
not faraway. There is no place like Charleston 
now, and the accounts go to prove that there 
was in those days no place like Eden. Thisis 
one strong point in common, and it is really not 
necessary to argue the matter further. The bur- 
den of proof lies at last upon those who would 
endeavor to show that there. have been two. 
Edens, or, if not so, then that the old one has 
been removed half way around the globe, and 
we cheerfully leave them to their difficult task,

SUPREME COURT DECISIONS. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—A decision of some in- 
terest to naval officers was rendered by the United 
States Supreme Court to-day in the case of the 
United States vs. Dennis W. Mullan, broughs 
to this court by appeal from the Court of Claims. 
Mullan is an officer in the regular navy, who has 
served continuously therein since Sept. 21,1860, He 
brought suit in the Court of Claims for additional 
pay under the provisions of the lengevity act of 
March 3, 1883. The Government maintained that 
the benefits of that act were restricted to naval 


officers} whose terms of service had not been 
continuous. This court, however, regards that as 
au overstrained interpretation of the statute, and 
holds that the expression “as if ail said 
service had been continuous” does not confine the 
benefits of the statute toa service which has been 
nou-continuous. The expression, the court says, is 
satisfied by considering it as an extension of the 
benefits of the statute to interrupted non-contin- 
uous service and by crediting the officer with the 
actual time of such service as if 1t had been contin- 
uous service. The judgment of the Courtot Claims 
is aifirmed. Opinion by Justice Blatchtord. 

A decision was also rendered is the case of the 
United States vs. The Philadelphia and Readin 
Railroad Company.—In error to the Circuit Court o 
the United States for the Eastern District of Penn- 
sylvania.—This was a suit brought to recover from 
the railroad company about $40,000 for unpaid taxes 
on undivided profits under the internal revenue act 
of June 30,1864. The assignment of error in this 
court is that the Judge in the court below ex- 
ceeded his rightful authority by instructing 
the jury upon auestions of fact. This court, 
however, holds that trial by jury in the 
courts of the United States is a tria presided over 
by a Judge with authority not only to rule upon 
evidence and to instruct the jury upon the law, but 
also, when in his judgment the due administration 
of justice requires it, to aid the jury by explaining 
and commenting upon the testimony, and even giv- 
ing them his opinion upon questions of fact, provid- 
ed oniy he submits those questions to their deter- 
mination. The judgment of the court below in 
favor of the railroad company is affirmed. Opiniog 
by Justice Gray.

REDLAND Woops, Surrey, England, Oct. 
20.—Tradition tells of a young scapegrace 
who had done his best to deserve the char- 
acter assigned to*‘‘ Rob Gilpin” by the 
author of the “‘ Ingoldsby Legends”: 

“Rob Gilpin wasa citizen, but though of some 
renown, 

Ofno great credit in his own or any other 

town.” 


His scandalized friends and relatives at 
length obtained for him—as the best way 
of at once punishing him forthe past and se- 
curing him for the future—an appointment 
as British Consul in some fourth-rate capital 
of Continental Europe. The next day he 
saw himself described in a daily paper as 
“‘ his Satanic Majesty’s Consul” instead of 
** Britannic,” and on going to the oflice to 
complain, was met by the editor’s con- 
gratulations on his being accredited to 
“the only Government that was likely to 
receive him.” 

Were there indeed a Consul sent up from 
the world of shadows he could hardly find a 
more appropriate place in which to estab- 
lish himself than the spot where I am now 
writing. Even in the brightest and clearest 
days of Summer the cloudless glory of the 
noonday sunshine fades into a dim and ghost- 
ly twilight as it struggles feebly through 
the grim unchanging gloom of the black 
shadowy pines, which rustle spectrally in 
the breeze asif whispering to each other 
some awful secret which they dare not 
speak aloud. But when you enter the wood 
onastormy evening in Winter ora bleak 
gray morning in Spring the tomblike 
silence and blackness of the voiceless 
woods, the dark trees rising like phantoms 
on every side to shut out the sky overhead, 
and the gaunt white trunks of the felled 
pines lying outstretched on the damp earth 
like the skeietons of murdered men, all com- 
bine to form a panorama which might al- 
most impress even an English excursionist. 

In the heart of legendary England such 
a spot could not fail to gather around it a 
plentiful crop of ghastly traditions, some of 
which are not wholly unwarranted by au- 
thentic history. In the deepest and dark- 

st hollow of the gloomy pine wood a keen 
eye may still detect some traces of a rude 
earthen breastwork and a deep encircling 
ditch. The superstitious peasantry of 
medieval England naturally ascribed these 
mysterious relics to that great popular 
architect, the devil, who has _ stood 
godfather to more than one of 
the local antiquities of Holmes- 
dale. Butin the county maps the spot is 
marked as ‘“ Anstiebury Camp,” and the 
county histories will teil you that in this 
very place the painted savages who peopled 
Surrey in the first century of our era in- 
trenched themselves against the Roman 
garrison that held the neighboring ridge of 
Leith Hill, and maintained for a while 
against all assaults the famous fortified 
camp which is still known to the learned by 
its ancient native name of *‘ Hean Stige 
Byrig” (the Camp of the High Path.) : 

Amid the countless greater tragedies 
pf that stormy age, all memory of the 
details of this death struggle on An- 
stiebury Hill has long since faded from 
history. No one will ever know now 
bow often, amid the gloom and silence of 
midnight, some handsome young Roman 
officer, whose evil fortune had thrown him 
still living into the hands of foes to whom 
mercy was unknown, was dragged to the 
ppen space in the centre of that weird en- 
campment by the bare-limbed giants who 
had captured him, and there mangled _into 
shapeless horror by the knives of grim Druid 
priests, defying them to the last. But 
jn due time all these deeds_ of 
darkness were fully avenged. Gen. Sue- 
‘tonius and his legions came marching 
up over the Surrey hills from the south- 
east, and one well-planned night attack 
blotted from the earth the ‘Camp of the 
High Path” andall who defended it. At 
such close quarters the short Roman broad- 
sword did its work thoroughly, and when 
morning dawned upon that wild scene every 
Briton in the encampment lay still and cold 
as the withered leaves that were reddened 
vith his blood, while the Roman command- 
pr, seated on a fallen pine amid heaps of 
slaughtered men, penned the brief, stern 
dispatch that summed up with character- 
istic conciseness the fell work of that terri- 
ble night: ‘‘Gens ista deleta est,” (this clan 
has been wiped out.) ; 

The conquerors in that deadly grapple 
have left their mark here ineffaceably in 
the broad, smooth, well-beaten Roman road 
(still known as Stane-street or Stone-street) 
which runs along the skirt of the wood, 
close by the place of slaughter. Traces of 
it are still visible all the way from Chiches- 
ter on the south to Dorking on the north, 
and thence it probably ran_ straight 
‘through North Surrey to London _ itself. 
‘Were every other relic of the Roman 
and the Celt swept from the face of the 
earth the great highroads and the deep 
country lanes of England would preserve 
}mperishably the contrasted characteristics 
of the two oposing races. The straight, 
paved highway, with itsstations and its mile- 
stones, isas perfect an embodiment of the 


‘way in which the civiliized Roman con- } 


ueror, filled with the instinct of military 


onward to his purpose over or through all 
obstacles, as the narrow, crooked, ditch- 
like country lanes of the south and west— 
on the steep banks of which the overarch- 
ing brambles meet ten feet above your head 
—is a type of the Celt’s innate tendency to 
shelter himself behind mounds and ridges 
‘with the slouching instinct of the genuine 
pavage. 

But these hills have been haunted by 
other and more recent marauders than the 
painted warriors of Caradoc and Bonduca. 
‘Tbe glorious business possibilities suggest- 
ed by such an ambush as this wood on one 
of the principal highroads between London 
and the coast did not escape the keen eyes 
of those amateur taxgatherers whom an un- 
appreciative world called highway robbers. 
Many a jolly farmer, jogging comfortably 
homeward through the twilight from the 
Dorking market with a_ sufficiency of 
money in his pouch and rather more than a 
sufticiency of strong ale in his stomach. was 


startled to hear an answering hoof tramp |

‘whose leveled pistol prevailed upon him to 
‘bestow in charity all the money that he had

Last 
Winter I saw at the corner _ of 
every street a box inscribed ‘For 
the relief of the unemployed workmen,” 
and the workmen themselves, worn, hag- 
gard, tattered, hungry, were creeping hope- 
Jessly along every thoroughfare, seeking 
work and finding none. Men who have 
suffered such extremities may well be dis- 
posed to look upon themselves as the vic- 
tims of a monstrous system of deliberate 
wrong, although thisdelusion is fortunately 
by no means so universal as it used to be, 
‘*Things ’ll never mend,” said a rough fel- 
low to me the other day, “ till the masters 
aud the men get to understand each other a 
bit better; and they’ll ne’er do that till the 
men are thoroughly educated, and that 
won’t be in our time, I reckon.” 

England might, indeed, have good cause 
to tremble for her future were she forced to 
depend wholly upon such men (if indeed 
they can be called men at all) as one with

Those 
who intended to make him the tool of their 
own base purposes were equally vehement 
in exaggerating bis yirtnes and glossing 
over his failings, extolling him as a suffer- 
ing saint, and laying the blame of all his 
calamities, eyen those which sprang from 
the immutable laws of nature or his 
own short-sighted improvidence, upon “‘ the 
oppression of the heartless tyrant of 
capital.” But these liesare gradually melt- 
ing away, and leaving the workingman 
visible as he really is—neither angel nor 
demon, but a man hke other people, whose 
common sense is beginning to teach him 
that the bawling humbugs who have so 
often preyed on his hard-won earnings un- 
der pretense of helping him are his foes in- 
stead of his friends, that forethought and 
self-denial are better remedies for his troub- 
les than brickbats or dynamite, and that 
his most effectual way of helping himself is 
to lay by for the years of famine during the 
years of plenty, and to have a larger ac- 
count at the savings bank anda smaller 
one at the tavern. f

Wagsuincron, Nov. 7.—The commercial 
advantag s likely to accrue to the United States 
from the successful negotiation of parcel post 
treaties with the Governments of South and Cen- 
tral America and the West Indies, as recently 
mentioned in THE TIMes, are attracting the at- 
tention of American exporters, and a number of 
inquiries have been received at the Post Office 
Department bearing upon the subject, The 
postal treaty with Mexico, entered into July 1 
last, is cited as illustrating the benefits to be ex- 
peeted from a wide extension of commercial in- 
tercourse, freed from the most embarrassing of 
the present Custom House restrictions. The 
Treaty with Mexicc was not by any 
means a model convention. It applied 
only to letter postage and not to parcel post, 
and perpetuated many vexatious Custom House 
requirements. Experience has suggested a 
large number of improvements. The treaties 


now in course of negotiation with Guatemala, 
British Honduras, Salvador, Costa Rica, Nica- 
ragua, Colombia, and numerous other countries, 
aré framed on @ basis much broader and more 
favorable to American merchants. But not 
withstanding the imperfectjons of the Mexican 
treaty its immediate advantages have been very 
marked, Prior to the negotiation of that treaty 
the goods imported into Mexico from the United 
States through the El Paso office did not exceed 
$100 a month. In September last the —— 
into Mexico from the United States through the 
same channel amounted to $54,500. 

One great obstacle to the further extension of 
this commercial intercourse 18 found in the ab- 
sence of any system of mutual monetary ex- 
change between the two countries, Every $100 
worth of goods bought in the United States 
by Mexican merchants costs them nearly or 
— $140 in New-York, irrespective of the 

uties they are required to pay in their own 
country. The present rate of 
is from 33 to 40 ue cent. Just 
there comes in the question of the prac- 
ticability and desirability of establishing some 
mutual system of monetary exchange, The 
Mexican silver dollar, though eontaining as 
much silver as the old trade dollar of the 
United States, is only worth 80 eents in Texas, 
On the other hand, the American standard silver 
dollar, which passes for its face value in Texas, 
is only worth 80 cents in Mexico. A forcible 
illustration of the absurdity of these different 
standards of value between countries so closely 
united is put in this way: ‘se some bar- 
room loafer in the town of Paso, Texas, 
should provide himself with a Mexican dollar 
and a supply ef ferry tickets. He could cross 
the Rio Grande to Paso del Norte, on the 
Mexican side and take a twenty-cent drink, 
receiving an American dollar at 80 cents in ex- 
change for his Mexican dollar, there valued at 
par, Crossing back to the American side, he 
could tender his standard American dollar for 
another twenty-cent drink and receive a Mex- 
ican dollar at 80 centsin change. In this way 
he could go on until either his silver dollar or 
the coatings of his stomach wore out, without 
any expenditure except for ferriage. 

The subject is receiving serious attention both 
at the hands of representatives of Mexico and 
of the United States as to whether a monetary 
union cannot be established which will allow an 
order drawn in Mexico City to be paid in New- 
Yorkin American dollars, and an order drawn 
in New-York to be paid in Mexico City in Mex!- 
can dollars. The only loss either country would 
sustain would fall upon the country which ex- 
ported the most goods from the other; and the 
country which had the balance of trade in its 
favor could wéll afford to lose the trifling differ- 
ence in the commercial value of the respective 
currencies. 


GHRORGH GETS HIS INSPEOTORS. 


THE MEN OF THE UNITED LABOR PARTY 
ORDERED IN OFFICE BY THE COURT. 
The United Labor Party yesterday, by a 

decision of the Supreme Court, General Term, 

won a big victory over the Progressive Labor 

Party. The result of the fight is that the 812 

election inspectors to which the United Labor 

Party is entitled by an act of the Legislature, 

duly qualified last evening, and will be on duty 

at the polling places in the 24 Assembly districts 
to-day. They will be entitled to pay from the 
time the Republiean and Democratic inspectors 


were appointed. Leaders of the United Labor 
Party are jubilant over their victory and hope 
to poll not less than 90,000 votes in the city an 
200,000 votes in the State for the ticket heade 
by Henry George for Secretary of State. Last 
year Henry George ran for Mayor of New-York 
and got 68,110, 

The General Term commenced at 11:10, with 
Chief-Justice Van Brunt and Judge Brady on 
the bench. Edward M. Shepard, representing 
the United Labor Party, was prepared to go 
ahead with the case, but Thaddeus B. Wakeman, 
for the Progressive Labor Party, did not appear 
until11:30. Meantime the Judges took the pa- 
pers handed up by Mr. ayy and retired to 
their private room. When Mr. Wakeman rushed 
into the court room panting for breath he lost 
no time in serving on Mr. Shepard a lot of ex- 
ceptions to the Referee’s décision and affidavits 
in a motion for a new trial. 

At 11:42 the two Judges re-entered the court 
room. Mr. Wakeman began an address that oc- 
cupied more than the hour stipulated on Satur- 
day for the hearing. He waded intoa discus- 
sion of the merits of the litigation, an attack 
upon Referee Stetson, and a savage criticism 
of the legislative act that sought to alter the 
election machinery of the municipality and 
make doubtful a fair expression of the will of 
the people. Judge Van Brunt had to force him 
back to the main question. A sharp rebuke 
from the bench for his strictures on Mr. Stetson 
soonended his remarks.» «g

The emergencies of the case required 
that if the decision of the Court of Appeals should be 
ot any a service that this hearing should be 
proceeded with without any delay which was not 
absolutely necessary. * = * Thé only other ques- 
tion is as to granting the motion of the relator for 
judgment. Itevidently was contemplated by the 
decision of the General Term, and also by the de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals, that in case this find- 
ing of fact should be found in favor of the relators 
that judgment should follow. ‘he report of the 
Referee, which under the circumstances is equiva- 
lent to the verdict of a jury, has established the 
right of the relators to the relief asked for, and such 
rights should not now be denied or suspended until 
this conclusion of the Referee can be reviewed upon 
appeal, because such a stay of proceedings herein 
would deprive the relators of the very relief which it 
has been determined they had a right to obtain by 
means of these proceedings, * * * The motion for 
judgment should be granted and the motionfor a 
new trial should be denied.” 


Before court adjourned Mr. Wakeman gave 
netice of appeal, andsubsequently stated that 
he did not intend to abandon the fight.

CRYING OUT AGAINST ABUSE. 

The supporters of Col. JOHN R. FELLOws 
for the office of District Attorney complain 
of the attacks that have been made upon 
his personal character, and try desperately 
to awaken sympathy for him as a victim of 
abuse and depreciation. The difficulty they 
have met with in this effort is due to the 
fact that there has been no calumny or 
slander cast upon Mr. FELLOWs. No wrong 
has been done him in the statement of 
simple facts affecting his 
and these facts his defenders have 
been totally unable to deny. So far 
at least as THE TIMES is concerned, it has 
stated nothing but the plain, unvarnished 
truth. It has shown that Col. FELLows is 
aman who does not pay his honest debts, 
that he even repudiated a gambling debt 
and pleaded the law against gambling as a 
defense, and that he received pecuniary 
favors from WILLIAM M. TWEED at a time 
when he had been exposed as a public thief 
and under circumstances that. indicated 
that they were a return for friendly service 
when such service was against the public 
good. 

Pienty of reasons have been shown why 
Col. FELLOWS ought not to be elected to the 
office of District Attorney, aside from the 
delinquencies that affect his character asa 
man. He was used by Boss PowER to push 
aside the candidate whose nomination was 
universally demanded on account of his su- 
preme fitness and his approved merits, and 
the nomination was the result of a bargain 
for the defeat of the popular will. That 
alone is reason enough for voting against 
him. The purpose of Power in insisting 
that NICOLL should not be District Attorney 
was plainly to put a stop to the prosecution 
of men who had betrayed the public trust 
and robbed the community through corrup- 
tion and bribery, and FrLiows, if elected, 
could not hely serving thispurpose. This is 
another imperative reason for opposing him, 
It has also been easy to show that, although

he is capable of efficient service in summing 
up cases before a jury, he lacks the essential 
qualities of a prosecuting officer, because he 
is not capable of preparing and presenting 
difficult cases and of arguing important 
questions of law, and has not the adminis- 
trativé faculty required in directing the 
work of the office of District Attorney. 
Moreover, he lacks the energy and firmness 
that are most» essential qualities in that 
office. 

The case against him was strong enough 
before the exposure of the weaknesses of 
his personal character, but those weak- 
nesses were most pertinent to the question 
of his fitness. A man who by improvident 
habits is in a chronic condition of being 
‘pressed for money is peculiarly liable to 
temptation to swerve from*the line of duty 
when powerful inducements are brought to 
bear upon him. A man who was inti- 
mate with TWEED, and was ready even 
after his disgrace to accept favors of him, 
has a standard of honor which makes it ex- 
tremely hazardous to give him the responsi- 
bility for prosecuting public malefactors. 
Aman who confesses to gambling habits, 
and is known as the boon companion of 
liquor dealers, is not likely to be 
very stern in enforcing penalties against 
those who violate the laws intended to 
guard public morality. A man who does 
not pay personal debts has not the scrupu- 
lous regard for right and equity that is de- 
sirable in a prosecutor of criminals. In 
short, personal integrity and uprightness 
and a high standard of private and public 
duty are of the utmost importance in the 
chief prosecuting officer of the county. It 
is one of the highest duties of a public 
journal to expose defects of characterin a 
candidate which detract so seriously from 
his fitness for the place for which he has 
been nominated. The duty is not a pleasant 
one, but it cannot be shirked without neg- 
lecting a sacred obligation to the public, 
and its performance cannot be justly char- 
acterized as abuse. 

If political leaders and “‘ bosses” dislike 
@ canvass in which the exposure of the 
weaknesses and defects of their candidates 
is a prominent feature, they have the 
remedy in their own hands. They must 
recognize the importance of strength and 
purity of character, of common honesty 
and sound principles of conduct, and not 
outrage the public by putting up as candi- 
dates men about whom the truth cannot be 
told without revealing the stains derived 
from disgraceful transactions. The ex- 
posure of those faults and failings of bad 
candidates which affect their fitness for 
great public trusts is not only a duty to 
the public, to save it from the danger 
of trusting men who are not worthy of 
trust, but it is the only means of deterring 
men who contre] nominations from impos- 
ing upon parties candidates whose char- 
acter will not stand examination. Mere 
slander and abuse does not greatly harm 
any man, for it can be refuted and dis- 
pelled. But against Mr. FELLows stands 
only the truth of attested facts, and it 
shows him to be a most unfit and unworthy 
man for the people of this city to choose as 
the prosecutor of those who violate the 
laws and betray the interests of the public. 





SURPLUS TAXATION. 

The plan submitted by Mr. JoHN Jay 
Knox to the Bankers’ Convention for the 
use of the surplus has awakened a good deal 
of discussion. Mr. A. P. St. JOHN, President 
of the Mercantile National Bank of this city, 
criticised the proposition at the convention, 
and his argument has been published by the 
Bankers’ Magazine. It is in substance that 
the terms offered by the Government under 
Mr. Kwox’s plan are not favorable enough 
to secure the bonds, and that if it should be 
found that the bonds could be secured on 
these terms they would be all brought in by 
the expenditure of about eighteen months’ 
surplus at the present rate of revenue. He 
states the dilemma thus: ‘‘Either the re- 
funding will prove a failure if attempted, 
or its success will at once inure to the dis- 
advantage of the United States.” 

We do not regard this statement of the 
case aS very strong against Mr. KNox’s 
plan. If the Government cannot secure the 
bonds on the terms proposed by Mr. Knox, 
that fact could probably be ascertained be- 
fore the plan was put in operation, and it 
would be easy to fix a maximum premium 
to be paid at the discretion of the Treasury 
that would enable it to meet this difficulty. 
If the plan, when put in operation, should 
exhaust the available bonds in a year and a 
half—as it very likely might—that is not so 
much an objection to the plan as to the 
neglect or refusal of Congress to supple- 
ment the plan, after its advantages had 
all been reaped. But Mr. St. JOHN’s 
exposition of the situation in this regard is 
valuable as pointing out that refunding, 
like every other plan that has been pro- 
posed, is inreality only an expedient, and 
does not meet the problem presented. That 
can only be done by the reduction of taxa- 
tion, which is also the only sensible, prac- 
tical, and decently honest course for the 
Government to take. Mr. St. JOHN says: 
“If the proposed 215 percent. bond is to 
command at once a premium of 3 per cent. 
and more, and the present bondholders 
foresee it, the privilege of refunding will 
likely be accepted; but when refunding is 
complete, then, for the investment of its 
surplus income still accruing, the Govern- 
ment becomes once more a compulsory pur- 
chaser of its debt. Its bonds, within the 
hour put out at par, it must beg the priv- 
ilege of buying at a premium.” 

There is nothing, so far as can at present 
be seen, to show that thisis not @ correct 
forecast of the immediate future. If the 
taxes be enforced, they will continue to 
yield more revenue than is needed and 
more than can be honestly or wisely ex- 
pended. To prevent this there can be but 
one efficient way—to repeal the taxes. And 
when we consider that most of these un- 
necessary taxes are maintained solely for 
the purpose of adding to the cost of goods 
imported for consumption or for manufact- 
ure in the United States, and further, for 
the purpose of adding to the price of like 
goods made in this country, we can under- 
stand the kind and cxtent of wrong done 
to the people of the United States. Nor 
should it be forgotten that, with the ex- 
ception of the taxesfon wool and wool- 


ens, very few of these tariff taxes 
were originally intended to have the effect 
they have since had and stillhave. They 
were at first offset by heavy internal taxes, 
levied to raise money to carry on the war 
for the Union. But the internal taxes have 
long since been repealed, and their repeal 
was a direct addition to the ‘ protective” 
element in the tariff taxes. If at the com- 
ing session Congress should repeal such 
duties as were originally the equivalent of 
internal taxes that are no longer collected, 
the surplus revenue would practically dis- 
appear. 


CLEMENCY AND DYNAMITE. 

The persons who have appealed to Gov. 
OGLESBY to show clemency to the con- 
demned Anarchists in Chicago may well be 
discouraged by the discovery in the cell of 
one of these prisoners of anumber of dyna- 
mite bombs ready for action. Whether the 
appellants have been actuated by considera- 
tions of public policy or merely by soft- 
heartedness, this disclosure must equally 
depress them. The opponents of capital 
punishment who hold that, as two wrongs 
do not make a right, the hanging of 
DEGAN’S murderer would be another 
murder, may change their views when 
it appears that the murderers are ready and 
willing to do more murders, whether or not 
they are set at liberty. If these men were 
sent to the State prison for life they would 
beguile their imprisonment with pleasant 
little schemes for the massacre of the keep- 
ers and their fellow-prisoners, and even the 
most pitiful of those who revolt at the no- 
tion of a public execution must admit that 
there isan economy of human life in put- 
ting these conspirators beyond the power to 
conspire any further. 

The other appellants, those who base their 
appeal upon expediency, have a better right 
to be heard. Most of them have opposed the 
execution of the sentence because they 
feared that the hanging of these men would 
be regarded by their followers as a martyr- 
dom and that the blood of the dynamite 
martyrs would become the seed of the 
Anarchist church. But this apprehension 
must be removed from all rational minds 
by the action of the prisoners them- 
selves. A martyr, to inspire the ven- 
eration that belongs to the character, 
must appear at his martyrdom in 
the light of a meek and unresisting 
and helpless person. Moreover, he must be 
reconciled to his martyrdom and willing to 
die for his cause. The Anarchists have at 
no time fulfilled this latter condition, since 
all of them have been extremely anxious to 
find some loophole in the law through 
which they could make their escape. To be 
sure, when their last hope of a legal escape 
was gone, several of them, including the 
man LINGG, in whose cell the bombs were 
found, told the Governor that they did 
not desire any commutation of their 
sentence, and would rather be hanged 
than accept any. Now it seems that 
they looked for an opportunity to signalize 
their execution by a massacre of the at- 
tendants and spectators, unless indeed they 
hoped to effect such a massacre before the 
date fixed for the execution and escape un- 
der cover of the explosion they were pre- 
paring. At any rate, these preparations are 
entirely inconsistent with the pretensions 
of the murderers, and effectually dispel the 
notion of martyrdom. Instead of going to 
death with beatific smiles on their coun- 
tenances, as is the habit of martyrs, they 
meant to go stuffed with dynamite bombs 
wherewith to send as many of their fel- 
low-creatures as possible into eternity 
along with themselves. When a rat- 
tlesnake is killed by a timely blow 
just as he is preparing to spring it 
does not occur to anybody to describe 
him as a martyr to the cause of rattle- 
snakes. No more willit occur to anybody 
to canonize these monsters whose last days 
on earth are passed in plans for the 
murder of more of their fellow-creatures, 
If there had been any gap in the chain of 
evidence against LINGG his secretion of these 
bombs would have shown his peculiar fit- 
ness for hanging and that there was no 
other equally suitable disposition that 
could be made of him. It is to be hoped 
that the Sheriff of Chicago, who ap- 
pears to administer his office with singular 
freedom and ease, will be moved to exam- 
ine the hampers and barrels and crates 
sent in to his prisoners by sympathizing 
friends. He does not appear to have paid 
even @ casual attention to them heretofore. 
If he is moved to ‘greater caution the dis- 
covery of these bombs will have wrought 
unmixed good by showing both the soft- 
hearted and the wrong-headed advocates 
ot Executive clemency how worthless and 
how irreclaimable are the wretches who 
have enlisted their efforts. 


A STATE AND ITS RAILROADS. 

The defeat of the powerful Boston and 
Maine Railroad combination in New-Hamp- 
shire gives to Gov. SAWYER great and well- 
deserved prominence as the defender of 
his State against a most ambitious and un- 
scrupulous adversary, and even against the 
attacks of the people’s own representatives 
in the Legislature. Nothing but his veto, 
repeatedly and fearlessly applied, has pre- 
vented the capture of all'the State’s rail- 
roads by the Boston and Maine “ octopus” 
and the disappearance of all semblance of 
competition in the railroad business of the 
Commonwealth. 

We have already described the rapid 
growth of the so-called Boston and Maine 
system and explained for what purpose its 
agents appealed to the Legislature which 
has just adjourned. Having absorbed 
practically all of the railroads of Maine, 
nearly all of those in New-Hampshire, and 
many lines in Massachusetts, the Boston 
and Maine sought by legislation to obtain 
control of the remaining roads of New- 
Hampshire. Working with the Boston and 
Maineis the Canadian Pacific, which has 
traffic agreements with lines leased by the 
Boston and Maine. The two great com- 
panies also look to the completion of the 
new route from our northwestern States by 
way of the Sault Ste. Marie for business 
that shall greatly increase the profits of 
both. In the Legislature they were op- 
posed by the short but very wealthy Con- 
cord Road, which fought desperately for 
life, and by certain honest members who 


any undue influence was used 


were convinced that the people could not 
afford to surrender their entire railroad 
system to a foreign corporation. 

The question for the people of the State 
was, Is it better for the Commonwealth 
that independent home railroad corpora- 
tions shall continue to exist, with the possi- 
bility of competition, or that all of them 
shall pass into the hands of one corporation 
controlled outsideof the State? A majority 
of the legislators held that a monopoly 
was to be preferred. The attitude of some 
of them can be explained only upon the 
supposition that they could not withstand 
the tempting offers of the corporation which 
sought to obtain the monopoly. Through- 
out the session the State House was besieged 
by that corporation’s agents, who were well 
supplied with money. Although a major- 
ity supported that corporation’s cause, 
the Judiciary Committee at the end 
of an inquiry could not avoid making 
a report in which it was stated that numer- 
ous agents of the Boston and Maine, their 
names being given, had tried to buy the 
votes of members for their bill. Although 
the report does not find any member guilty 
of taking a bribe, the impression prevails 
that many votes were cast for pay. It is 
the testimony of all fair observers that 
never before was there made so determined 
an attempt to debauch the Legislature of a 
New-England State. There was an abun- 
dance of money on both sides. The lawyers 
from one end of the State to the other were 
retained, and itis said that their duties at 
the capital were so arduous that the or- 
dinary work of the courts was repeatedly 
interrupted. 

The people of New-Hampshire have seen 
during this long session of their Lezgis- 
lature how great are the evilswhich accom- 
pany railroad domination in a Common- 
wealth. They must know now, if they did 
not know before, whether their interests 
and those of their State would be well 
served by turning over their entire railroad 
system to a corporation whose methods 
have been so clearly revealed. Are they 
willing to be placed at the mercy of such a 
power as this which has undertaken to de- 
bauch their law-making assembly? Ordo 
they desire to withstand so far as they can 
that movement for consolidation which the 
Trust makers tell us is “‘the tendency of 
the times”? The question is still before 
them. The struggle did not end with Gov. 
SAWYER’s vetoes and the adjournment of 
their Legislature. It will be renewed in 
the next Legislature, and the members of 
that body should be chosen with special 
reference to their integrity and their opin- 
ions concerning railroad monopoly. 


Minister PHELPS acts with entire propri- 
ety in refusing to receive and transmit a 
“protest” against the execution of the 
Anarchist murderers. Even if there were 
any doubt of the guilt of these criminals, 
or any decent reason why foreigners should 
be heard in regard to their punishment, it 
would be a matter with which a diplomatic 
representative of the United States Govern- 
ment could have nothing todo. The Gov- 
ernment he represents has no jurisdiction 
in the matter, cannot interfere with it, 
cannot properly express an opinion in re- 
gard to it, and has no official means of com- 
municating any one else’s opinion on the 
subject to the authorities of the State 
whose laws controlit. The mails are open 
to all the “ Liberals” and ‘“‘ Radicals” in 
Europe, and they can, if they choose, ad- 
dress any remarks they have to make to 
Goy. OGLESBY. If they have put off their 
protest too long to send it by mail they are 
at liberty to use the cable, subject, of 
course, in either case, to the risk of wasting 
their time and money in the indulgence of 
their impertinence. 

The Government has won its suit against 
the Mormon Church in the Supreme Court 
of Utah, which has decided that a Receiver 
must be appointed. The Edmunds-Tucker 
act dissolved the church corporation, which 
had been forbidden by the act of 1862 to 
acquire or hold more than $50,000 worth 
of real estate, and directed that its affairs 
should be wound up “‘conformably to law.” 
It was also provided that the assets remain- 
ing after the payment of the corporation’s 
lawful debts should escheat to the United 
States and be used for the benefit of com- 
mon schools in the Territory. The church 
was represented by ex-Senator McDon- 
ALD, of Indiana, and Col. BROADHEAD, of 
St. Louis. It appears that immediately 
after the passage of the Edmunds-Tucker 
act, or on Feb. 28 last, President JOHN 
TAYLOR made haste to get rid of personal 
property to the value of about $269,000 
belonging to the church corporation by dis- 
tributing it among the subordinate Mormon 
associations in the Territory. This was ad- 
mitted by the defendant corporation. The 
admitted value of the corporation’s real 
estate is $235,000. President TAYLOR also 
attempted to convey this property to cer- 
tain persons, who were to hold it as 
Trustees. The Government held that these 
conveyances were illegally made with the 
intention of evading the law. 


REMARKABLE PISTOL SHOOTING. 
From the Boston Herald, Nov. 5. 

Mr. F. E. Bennett, amember of the National 
Lancers, broke the pistol record of 100 shots at 
Walnut Hill yesterday, making a score of 857 
points. A Smith & Wesson army revolver, 44 
calibre, with factory ammunition was used. 
Last Spring Chevalier Paine made at Walnut 
Hill what was supposed to be a record impos- 
sible to surpass, but the record of yesterday’s 
work by Mr. Bennétt beats it badly. The con- 
ditions of yesterday’s shooting were identical 
with those under which Paine established his 
best record, viz: 100 shots, standard American 
target, 50 yards. Chevailier Paine’s total was 
841 points, in whieh were 77 bull’s-eyes. Tho 
result of the match gives the best revolver 
record on the target by 16 points to Mr. Ben- 
nett. The last string of 10 shots was all bull’s- 
eyes. The conditions for shooting were unfavor- 
able, a high, gusty wind blowing from 6 o’clock. 
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TWO PUMPKINS FOR A VOTE.

where one of the number of voters who go to 
the election for what there is in it was standing 
around waiting for bids, when a convention man

He had always been 
paid for his vote, and he was conscientious 
against depositing his ballot without pay. Fi- 
nally he was told that he would be giventwo big 
et ao ig by one of the crack farmers of the 

undred who raised a large crop of pumpkins 
this year. This won him, and he cast his ballot 
for a convention, and he will get his two pump- 
kins whenever he goes afterthem. This is the 
only vote we have heard of in the county that 
to procure.

The commanders of precincts went frequently 
to Pohce Headquarters yesterday. There were 
two assemblages of them in the Superintendent's 
room—onein the morning in regard to the re- 
ception of returns at the station houses and 
their transmission to the Central Office; the 
other last night to receive instructions to recog- 
nize the Henry George inspectors. There were 
few visitors at Police Headquarters. The ear- 
liest was De Lancey Nicoll, who had private 
chats with Inspector Byrnes, Superintendent 
Murray, the Republican Commissioners, and In- 
spectors Williams and Steers. Police Justice 
Power, Bernard Biglin, and Clarence Meade 
came later in the day. 

Iuspector Williams, who is looking after colo- 
nists in the Bowery and other lodging iiouses,said 
that he had warrants for more than 200 persons 
in about 18 houses. They will be executed when 
they present themselves to vote. 

A committee of the City Reform Club has 
issued a printed circular, calling the atrention of 
poll clerks and inspectors of clection to the pro- 
visons of sections 1,914 and 1,923 of the Consol- 
idation act of 1882, which is designed to pre- 
vent the perpetration of election frauds. The 
circular also states that information has: been 
received that asystematic attempt is to be made 
in several districts to-day to *‘ doctor” the official 
returns, but that the club will devote all its 
energies and employ every means at its com- 
mand to prevent aud punish all such unlawfn! 
acts, 

Tammany Hall will be open all day to-day, 
and in the evening the election returus will be 
received and read off as usual in the great hall 
of the Fourteenth-Street Wigwam. The County 
Democracy organization will receive returns in 
the Cooper Union. Returns from the State will 
be received at the Democratic State Committee 
Headquarters in the Hottman House and at the 
Republican State Cemmittee Headquarters in 
the Fifth-Avenue Hotel. returns from this 
city will be received at the local Republican 
headquarters in the Fifth-Avenue Hotel.

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KARA FATMA, THE AMAZON, 
From the Pall Mail Gazette. 

People just now in Constantinople are in- 
terested in the presence among them of Kara 
Fatma, the redoubtable female warrior of Kur- 
distan, who has come on a brief visit to the 
Turkish capital. Her deeds of prowess date 
back to the beginning of the Crimean War, when 
she led a large body of Kurdish volunteers, who 
fought with singular daring for Turkey. The 
Ottoman Government remembers her services, 
and requites these by a monthly pension of 
5.000 piastres—a sum that in her own frugal 
home allows her to live with ease. She is tall, 
thin, with a brown, hawk-like face; her cheeks 
are the color of parchment and seamed with 
scars. Wearing the national dress of the stern- 
er sex, she looks like a man of 40, not lke 
& Woman who will never again see 75. 
Slung across her shoulders in Cossack fash- 
ion is her long sabre, with its jeweled 
hilt; decorations shine and sparkle on her 
breast, while the stripes across her sleeve show 
her to be a Captain in tae Ottoman Army. 
Vatching this interesting figure pass along the 
streets of Stamboul, one 1s reminded of an ept- 
sode in the campaign cf Gen. Lespinasse in the 
Dobrudja some short wiile before the allied 
armies iandedin the Crimea. While smoking 
and chatting one day in dis tent with several of 
his brother ofticers the General heard at far dis. 
tance a strange music,a medley of drums and 
clarinets, tomtoms, and piercing human eries, 
Whence came this weird minstrelsy? All the 
menin camp turned out to listen to it and 
discern its origin, when from over the 
hills they saw 2a band of some 300 
horsemen approaching them at full gallop. At 
their head rode a brown-faced woman, with 
flashing eyes and lissom limbs, the very picture 
ofan Amazon. Vaulting trom her saddle she 
gravely saluted Gen. Lespinasse, and through 
an interpreter told him that she had come to 
fight the Russians, both she and her brave 
Kurds being completely at his service. That 
night her men were quartered in camp with the 
Frenen troops; but they were ll-pleased to be 
so billeted. They wanted their independence, 
and not even their mistress and leader should 
barter it away for them. By daybreak they 
were in their saddles riding off across the hills to 
meet the dawn, to the sounds of trat weird, 
strident music which kad proclaimed their ap- 
proach.

The polls will open at 6 o’clock this morn- 
2s and close at 4 o’clock this afternoon. Those 
ho have supposed that they will remain open 
potil sundown will do well to dismiss that im- 
pression. As the day is full of significance, 
pspecially in the municipal contest, prudent 
roters will profit by the early hours and deposit 
their ballots as early in the day as possible. By 
po doing they will accomplish two praiseworthy 
pbjects, for their duty as suftragists will be 
promptly done, and they will head off the casual 
gentry who havea fashion of trying to steal 
honést names on which to stuff boxes with the 
tickets of their favorites. 


Yesterday was devoted to bard work at the 
various headquarters. Booming and betting 
Went on outside as usual, but within the com 
mittee rooms there was no time for that sort of 
thing. Outside interest continued to be absorbed 
fn the contest for District Attorney. Nicoll 
badges ornamented the coats of quite half of the 
hotel corridor disputants over the chances of 
Wicoll and’Fellows and at the other resorts. 
Wot a few had the hardihood to display these 


badges proudly at the Hoitman House, where 
Landlord Darling, of the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, 
game up to look for the men who were said to 
bave odds to bet on Feliows. JdMr. Darling car- 
Fied $1,000 which he was eager to venture the 
other way, but he searched whe corridors and 
hingered at the Democratic committee room a 
good part of the afternoon, persistently but 
vainly trying to place the money at even terms.

GERMANS IN LINE. 

At Terrace Garden last night over 2,000 
Germans met to cheer for Nicoll and Martine. 
Ex-Gov. Solomon presided and aroused great 
enthusiasm by hisopening address. He claimed 
for the Germans a demand for honesty above 
all things in the character of the municipal goyv- 
ernment, with the fashioning of which their 


functions as citizens were employed. Questions 
of liberty so often arising in the politics of this 
country and so deeply aifecting their tradition- 
aland established customs were not involved 
in the municipal campaign. The question 
was whether they shouid be consistent with 
their established reputations as lovers of honest 
government and vote for De Lancey Nicoll, the 
representative of pure and honest government, 
or for Col. Fellows, who, whether of his own 
peeking or nvt, was the candidate of the profes- 
sional corruptionists, the slums and the crimi- 
nal class. Every reference to De Lancey Nicoll 
Was greeted with uproarious applause. 

Cari Schurz was greeted with an ovation. He 
said they had come together in obedience to a 
call to duty more grave than any since that in 
obedience to which they sprang to the defense of 
the Union when it was threatened by the hand of 
treason. The stability of the Government, the 
peace and guiet ia which they delighted to live, 
the security of their persons, their homes, and 
their property were in jeopardy. They were 
asked to aid by their votes in elevating to high 
office a man to whose standard there 
had rallied as one man all the criminals, 
the corruptionists, the boodlers—in Canada 
as well as in New-York—and every influence 
that was subversive of law and order. Col. Fel- 
lows was personally an affable and pleasing as- 
sociate for an evening at poker and dissipation, 
but these were qualities not particularly desira- 
ble in a District Attorney.

AMUSEMENTS. 

IRVING’S “FAUST.” 

Mr. Irving’s ‘‘ Faust” was viewed by a 
very Jarge audience at the Star Theatre with 
admiration, but aleo with disappointment last 
evening. That is the plain truth, and it may as 
well be admitted at thestart. It isagood thing 
to be courteous to distinguished foreigners,’ and 
the courteous attentions (and money) American 
playgoers have hitherto bestowed upon Henry 
Irving have not been misapplied; but the ex- 
pectations derived from the statements of 
English newspapers, from cable dispatches, 
and from the effusive descriptions of en- 
thusiastic people who havs been abroad con- 
cerning this drama, were not fulfilled on the oc- 
casion of its first presentation in this country. 
The scenic effects are often handsome, the 
groupings picturesque, the dresses suitable, and 
the changing calcium light effects as pleas- 
ing and ingenious as all of Mr. Loveday’s 
efforts in that line. The scene represent- 
ing the death of Valentine, cursing Margaret, 
isasplendid picture. Thescene in Margaret’s 
bedchamber is a charming bit, in which realism 
and poetry are happily blended. The lust scene 
is beautiful and pathetic, and the vision that 
closes the play is a novel and effective 
bit of stage illusion. On the other 
hand, the scenes of magic and mystery 
aro all somewhat ludicrous, and not a 
bit thrilling. They recall the old comic panto- 
mimes with the Lauri family and Tony Denier. 
The Witches’ kitchen is a noisy grotesque thing 
which itis impossible to regard seriously, The 
transformation of Faust from old age to youth 
is clumsily managed. The revels on the 
Brocken have been pictured with stronger 
effect within a. year in two distinct 
productions of Gounod’s opera right 
here in New-York than they were at the Star 


last night. The vision of Margaret in this 
episode, of which so much has been said in 
praise, was merely Miss Terry walking across a 
plank like Amina in “La Sonnambula.” The 
yells of the evil spirits dia not produce a 
sensation of horror; the temptation of 
Faust by two or three ordinary-looking girls 
was neither picturesque nor convincing, and the 
spectacle of Mr. Irving holding up the corners 
of nis red cloak and gazing about him witha 
sardonic smile while the supernumeraries 
jumped and shouted did not inspire awe. 

Some of the mechanical effects are clever 
enough, particularly the use of electricity to 
cause sparks to fly from the sword of Mephis- 
topheles in the duel scene; and the management 
of the lights, as we have said, is at all 
times ingenious and artistic. Sunset and 
moonlight effects are reproduced with 
great skill, and Mephistopheles always 
earries his own variety of light with him wher- 
ever he goes. Sometimes itis red, and atj other 
times its rays lend to his leering features a 
death-like aspect. The scenery is all adequate, 
but not likely to be thought remarkable for 
artistic beauty or expensiveness in a city where 
plays are mounted with more care than anywhere 
else in the world. ‘The dingy study of Faust, 
in which the action begins, is a well-designed 
picture, especially in the foreground. The queer 
old doorway is astriking bit, but the very arti- 
ficial paintings of floating women that are re- 
vealed behind the ‘scrim’? drop to represent 
Faust’s dream are not at all attractive. The 
&treet scenes are handsome; the foreground 
buildings havea solid appearance, although all 
are painted on cloths, and the effect of distance 
is skillfully produced. The distant spires 
and towers of Nuremberg, seen through a misty 
light, are strongly effective in the two garden 
scenes, Martha’s and Margaret’s, in bothof which 
some of the same wings and set pieces are used. 
The coloring in all the pictures is rich, quiet, 
and harmonious; but two front drops, the old 
city walland w view vaguely described as trees 
and mountains, are not painted well enough 
to justify their exhibition so conspicuously. 
Taken as a whole, in its scenic effects the Irving 
“Faust” is not superior to many elaborate pro- 
ductions of plays seen hitherto in New-York, It 
is all good enough, butit has heen lauded as the 
finest spectacle of theage,. Hence some of the 
nade acgce a felt by the spectators last even- 
Dg. 


The antics of the apesin the witches’ kitchen, 
the roystering of the students in the Auerbach’s 
Cellar scene, (transferred to the open street in 
front of the cathedral.) and, as has been in- 
timated, the clumsy revels of the Walpurgis 
could ail. be dispensed with. They are neither 
pleasing to the eye nor of value in conveying 
the meaning of the play. But the groups of 
people in the streets, the crowds entering 
and leaving the cathedral, and the return of the 
soldiers evidence the careful training that Mr. 
Irving’s supernumerary forces Jalways receive. 
The burghers and artisans, their wives, daugh- 
ters, and aweethearts, are all appropriately 
dressed, and appear to belong to the scene. The 
buzz ot their conversation is often heard, and at 
thecloseofthe third acttheconcertedaction of the 
mob of soldiers and citizens is impressive. 
There are many persons on the stage; some- 
times they trowd the scene, Dut the effect is not 
better than that produced by the smalier 
groups, equally well managed, in Mr. Irving’s 
production of ‘*Much Ado” and **The Merchant 
of Venice,” representations of poetic comedy 
that will long be treasured in the memory. 

The first part of Goethe’s poem is closely}fol- 
lowed in the drama. Many cuts have been made 
since the production of ‘ Faust’ at the London 
Lyceum nearly two years ago; the scene be- 
tween Mephistopheles and the student, acted 
there by Mr. Norman Forbes, is omitted, and 
some passages, more or less original, with 
Mr. W. G. Wills, who adapted the text, 
have been stricken out. Mephistopheles visits 
the weary philosopher in his study, makes 
the compact, obtains Faust’s signature in blood, 
and by the aid of the magic cloak conveys him 
to the witches’ kitchen, where the hell-broth is 
brewed. Here Faust sees the vision of the 
young woman, and is transformed into a 
youthful cavalier. In the Lorenz Platz 
Mephistopheles befuddles the students, and 
Faust accosts Margaret, who eludes him, 
In Margaret’s chamber Mephistopleles 
appears with the casket of jewels, which he 
places in Margaret’s locked trunk. Margaret 
gets ready for bed and says her evening prayer, 
trying to dismiss from her mind thoughts of the 
gay cavalier who accosted her. Then she finds 
the jewels and tries themon. On the city wall 
Faust repents of his design upon Margaret, 
but Mephistopheles forces him to carry it out 
that he may gain two souls instead of one. Then 
follow the love scenes, Margaret’s fall, the 
poisoning of her mother, the death ofr Valen- 
tine, the temptation of Margaret in the 
church, Faust’s trip to the summit of 
the Brocken, and the death of Margaret in the 
dungeon, 

The fable ia treated in a realistic, matter-of- 
fact way. The mysticism and much of the poe- 
try of the subiect seem to have eluded the grasp 
of the adapter and the actors. It would 
not be unjust to describe the greater 
part of the performance as _ over-ela- 
borated common place. Faust is a 
mere puppet, and Mr. Alexander treats the 
character in a aing-song, monotonous way. 
Mephistopheles always dominates, and Mr. 
Irving is a very colloquial, serio-comic sort of a 
devil throughout the first part of the play. His 
face is shaven, and in moments of repose 
he has a clerical aspect in spite of his 
red clothes and flaunting cock’s feather. 
He walks quickly, with a very deeided limp, 
andisfond of stretching his arms before him, 
with his fingers extended like claws as if super- 
intending an incantation. The familiar vocal 
tricks of the actor are all exaggerated in this 
character. The impersonation leaves an im- 
pression of honest artistic eftort, but the 
actor is not equally impressive in all the scenes. 
His acting in Margaret’s garden is the strongest 
and most thrilling teature of the play, and his 
venomous hilarity at the death of Valentine and 
the degradation of tho woman is wonderfully 
impressive. But if Mr. Irving’s rank as 
an actor depended upon his Mephistopheles 
alone, we do not think, judging from a first 
view of this work, that he would be the fore- 
most man on the stage of England. Miss 
Terry’s Margaret is a lovely impersonation, sym- 
pathetic and poetical. simple and affecting, 
endowed with rare beauty of feature, voice, and 
manner. Her love scenes were sweet, sincere, 
and unaffected. The pathos of the catastrophe 
was true and touched the hearts of the specta- 
tors. In this piece of acting is to be found the 
Bingle, uncommon charm of Mr. Irving’s 
* Faust.” 


COQUELIN AND IRVING. 

The interesting controversy between 
Henry Irving and Constant Coquelin about the 
art of acting that began last May in Harper’s 
Magazine and was continued laterin the North 
American Review is renewed in a handsomely- 
illustrated supplement to the current number of 
Harper's Weekly, which contains Coquelin’s 
reply to Irving’s comments upon the French 
actor’s original remarks. The merits of tho 
controversy need not be discussed here. What- 
ever either Mr. Irving or Mr. Coquelin has to 
say in print about the art of which they are both 
distinguished exponents will always be read 


with profit and pleasure. Mr. Irving thought 
that Coquelin restricted the hmits of the actor; 
that he made the art of impersonation too prosaic, 
dwelt too strongly on the mechanism of acting 
and took no accouut of “inspiration,” “ divine 
fire,” and * electrical quality.” Coquelin’s re- 
ply is mainly to the effect that Mr. Irving mis- 
understood him; that he appreeiates the value 
of “divine fire’ when itis of a good quality as 
much as anybody. Incidentally he states this 
opinion of the French and English dramatic 
poets: “The English are above everything 
‘original,’ and they carry their taste for 
orginality sofar as to love even eccentricity. 
We in France are generalizers; the English, on 
the other hand, coneern themselves chiefly with 
the individual, I will even say with exceptional 
individuals. * * * The characters of Shake- 
speare are individuals, profoundly human, with- 
out doubt, but nevertheless exceptional. And 
poreaoe that is excellent in drama, for as 

rama sets man struggling with destiny, the 
more powerfully organized are the beings whom 
it depicts smitten down by fate, the more soul- 
The article 


is translated into crisp, readable English by Mr. 
Theodore Child. Here is one of its most strik- 
ing passages, one. that compels the reader to 
pause with admiration and think alittle: “The 
characters of Racine, and even the characters of 
Corneille, in spite of the poet’s austere personal 
accent, are more general than those of Shake- 
speare. There are none of those spurts of indi- 
viduality which give such exorbitant relief to 
the grand figures of the English poet.” Coque- 
lin’s article is preceded by a glowing biograph- 
ical and critical ekotes of the French comedian, 
written by Mrs. Andrew Lang, and there is ap 
“intreductory” from the pen of Mr.,Brander 
Matthews, who goes out of his way to say: ‘It 
is only when we see dramatic criticisms of 
which the authors seem to know even less than 
we do ourselves that we can convince ourselves 


that we have any acquaintance at all with the | 


subtle and elusive principles of the histrionic 
art. Most discussion of actors and acting is a 
mere gallimaufry of gossip and personality, 
without the needful core of sound knowledge. 
If we were to be influenced by much of the 
well-meaning and ignorant writing about the 
stage which appears in journals and magazines, 
we should be forced to the conclusion that act- 
ing is not an art at all, and that the sole use of 
the stage is to serve as a platform for personal 
exhibition.” These remarks will be read with 
joy in the editorial rooms of rural newspapers 
and by some of the scribbling malcontents who 
call themselves “New-York correspondents.” 
Mr. Matthews is a writer of plays. 


METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

Wagner’s “ Tannhiuser’ was performed 
at the Metropolitan Opera House last nicht. 
The presentation of this familiar and admired 
work called out a remarkably large and brill- 
fant audience and was received with every 
demonstration of pleasure. No comment is 
necessary O1 an opera so well known to all lov- 
ers of music. There are passages in “ Tann- 
hiuser,” as in all Wagner’s works, which are 
wearisome to all but fervent admirers of his 
creations; but these passages are more than 
counterbalanced by those which are wholly 
delightful to all hearers. It would be 
doing an injustice to former interpreters 
cf the work to say that it was heard 


at its best last night. One member of the com- 
pany appeared for the first time. This was Frau 
Biro de Marion, a new soprano, to whom was 
intrusted the réle of Venus. The new-comer 
was a buxom goddess notin the first bloom of 
youth. Frau Biro de Marion is, however, not 
unpleasant to the eye. Her voice is un- 
fortunately much worn and very reedy in 
quality. She sang with considerable verve and 
some dramatic force, but she was by no means 
an ideal Venus. Herr Niemann was in poor 
voice, and his singing evidently cost him much 
effort. He looked Tannhiiuser, and acted the 
part with fine sincerity and manly dignity. His 
histrionic ability goes far to atone for his vocal 
shortcomings, but does not fill the place of such 
singing as is needed to give the noble music its 
full value. Herr Alexi was a poor substitute 
for Herr Robinson as Wolfram. He sang wretch- 
edly out of tune, and dragged his tempi unpar- 
donably. Frau Seidl-Kraus must be commended 
for her good singing as Elizabeth, and Herr Elm- 
blad rendered the music of the Landgrave with 
a noble quality of tone and laudable expression. 
Herr Alvary sang Walter well, and Fraulein 
Dilthey deserves praise for her tasteful render- 
ing of the shepherd boy’s song. The chorus was 
frequently out of tune, but the orchestra, under 
Herr Seidl, was excellent, its fine performance 
of the masterly overture being especially praise- 
worthy. 


CAMPANINI’S FIRST CONCERT. 

The programme of Signor Campanini’s 
first operatic concert, at the Metropolitan Opera 
House on Thursday evening, is exceedingly 
promising. It will begin with Verdi’s “ Ar- 
noldo” overture, after which Signor Corsini will 
sing the buffo air from Rossini’s ‘*‘ Cenerentoia.” 
Signor Balaini, the tenor, will follow with 
“Spirito Gentil,” and Signorina Torricelli, the 
young violinist, will play Vieuxtemps’s E major 
concerto. Signor Galassi will be heard next: in 
‘Casto di fior’ from ‘“ I] Ré di Lahore,” after 
which Mme. Scalchi will sing ‘“‘Ah, quel giorno” 
from ‘*Semiramide.” Then Signor Campanini 
himself will give his famous rendering 


of “Salve dimora” from ‘* Faust,” and after 
that, his new prima donna, Signora Repetto, 
will sing ‘‘Ardon gl’ incensi,” from ‘ Lucia.” 
Signor Nannetti, the great basso, will foliow 
with a Verdi selection, aud Miss Aus der Ohe, 
the pianist, will play Chopin’s ‘‘ Andante 
spianato and polonaise.” The first part of the 
concert will conclude with the famous finale 
from  ‘ Lucia.” The second = part will 
open with the orchestral prelude to ‘Tra- 
viata.” Signors SBaldini and Galassi wiil 
sing aduo by Bizet, and Signora Repetto will 
sing the noted Meyerbeer vocal waltz 
‘*Ombra leggiera.’?’ Then Signor Campanini wiil 
give Siegmund’s love song from ‘ Die Walkiire,”’ 
after which Mme. Sealchi will sing an aria by 
Glinka, and Signor Baldini ‘**Addio, Mignon.” 
Siguorina Torricelli will play Sarasate’s ** Zigeu- 
nerweisen” and Paganini’s famous G string vari- 
ations. 
the duo for bass and baritone from “I Puritani.” 
After that the quintet-from ‘“* Ernani”’ will be 
given, and the concert will close with Gounod’s 
‘Festival March.” There is a perfect feast of 
delightful melody in this programme, and with 
such artists it should be admirably served up. 


‘“CORDELIA’S ASPIRATIONS.” 

At his Park Theatre last evening Mr. Ed- 
ward Harrigan gave another turn to the kaleido- 
scope of city life which he has so faithfully con- 
structed, and there reappeared the familiar 
features of Dan Mulligan, of Cordelia. his wife, 
of the crafty Planxty McFudd and his scheming 
sisters, of Simpson Primrose, of Palestine Puter, 
of Rebecca Allup, of friendly Walsingham Mc- 


Sweeny, and of all the other typical folk that go 
to make up the cast of ‘ Cordelia’s Aspira- 
tions.” It is good testimony to the company, 
one and all, that they put as much of spirit, 
of fun, and of cleverness into the performance 
now us they used to do when the play was first 
presented. There is nof aslurin make-up, action, 
dialogue, dancing, singing, or any other of the 
features that have made the play popular. Har- 
rigan’s Mulligan is a gem of its kind. Mrs. Yea- 
mans's Cordelia challenges only admiraiion, and 
similar commendation must be given to the 
other principals. The audience last evening, 
which was numerous, laughed and cheered the 
people on the stage and insisted on many 
repetitions of their cleverest bits of 
work. The noted drunken scene in thea 
second act met with especial favor, and 
the songs and choruses were also well 
received. Harrigan’s song, ‘‘Dad’s Dinner 
Pail,” despite its familiarity, seems to take par- 
ticularly weil and to havein it the element of 
lasting popularity. ‘*Cordelia’s Aspirations” 
will be kept upon the stage until Mr. Harrigan 
isready to produce “Pete.” Judging from the 
hearty favor with which it was received last 
evening, the present play would seem to draw 
crowded houses through most of the season.

10 ELEVATE ITS TRAOKS. 


JERSEY .CITY AUTHORITIES AGREE TO 
THE PENNSYLVANIA’S PLAN. 

JERSEY City, Nov. 7.—The Jersey City 
Board of Public Works Inst night unanimously 
accepted the offer of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company to elevate its tracks between Bruns- 
wick-streot and the passenger station. The en- 
tire cost of the work will be borne 
by the company, which will also grade 
the present road bed and pave it with 


Belgian biocks. The present crossing at 
Greene-street, 395 feet in width, is to be vacat- 
ed by the city. The action of the Board of 
Works requires the Mayor's signature only to 
make it final. The company proposes to begin 
work at once, and, unless delayed by litigation, 
expects to have trains running over the elevat- 
ed road in one year. 

The road is to be built of tron—of a design 
somewhat similar to the Sixth-avenue road, in 
this city—between Brunswick and Henderson 
Streets, a distance of six city blocks. The rest 
of the road will be built on a solid embankment, 
retained by heavy masonry. At Henderson-street 
the retaining walls will be 18 feet high and grad- 
ually decrease until the present grade is reached 
at about the centre of the) station now in use. 
The elevated road is designed to carry four lines 
of tracks, in place of the two tracks now in use. 
The present grade crossings, with the exception 
of Newark-avenue and Henderson-street, 
where no changes will he necessary, are to 
be depressed, so as to give clearances 
of 13 feet overhead. It is estimated that the 
improvement will require an outlay of about 
$1,000,000 by the company, exclusive of anew 
ferry which it is proposed to. establish from the 
foot of First-street, Jersey City, to Cortlundt 
and Desbrosses streets, New-York.

THE GRAND TRUNK’S SHARE. 

Cuicaco, Nov. 7.—A conference was held 
to-day between Chairman Blanchard, of the 
Central Traffic Association, and Traffic Manager 
Reeve, of the Chicago and Grand Trunk Rail- 
way, for the purpose of considering the demand 
of the latter to be allowed a differential rate of 
4 cents per 100 pounds on export traffic going 


via Montreal and Portland. Mr. Blanchard 
made a great effort to get itinto Mr. Reeve’s 
head that the demand was unreasonable and 
calculated to be a stumbling blockin the suc- 
cessful execution of the new scheme to 
change uniform and inflexible through rates 
to European ports via all seaboard 
points. But Mr. Reeve failed to see the matter 
in that light, and fnsisted that such differential 
rate via Montreal and Portland was necessary 
to give the Grand Trunk anything like a fair 
proportion of the export traffic. Finally, how- 
ever, Mr. Reeve agreed to make the differential 
3 instead of 4 cents, with the proviso that if the 
Grand Trunk should not succeed in securing a 
fair proportion of the export traffic via Mon- 
treal or Portland, it would raise the differential 
to 4 cents.

THE LABOR PARTY WORRIES 

1HE POLITICIANS. 

PLENTY OF MONEY FOR THE PURCHASE 
OF LABOR CANDIDATES WHO SAY 
THEY ARE NOT FOR SALE. 

Col. Andrew D. Baird’s friends were sc 
well satisfied with the outlook last night, when 
all the work of the Mayoralty campaign ia 
Brooklyn, excepting the casting of the vote, 
was over, that they were confidently predicting 
his election by a plurality of from 2,000 to 
5,000. The voters of the city have been aroused 
as they have not been for several years, and the 
result of the interest awakened will be a large 
vote. Up to the last the most effective argu- 
ment in Col. Baird’s favor has been the agser- 
tion, that has nof been met by convincing re- 
plies, that he is not only an honest and trust- 
worthy man, but that he can be relied upon 
to be free from ring control, while his more 


accomplished opponent is not, and would be 
hampered in anything like attempted independ- 
ent action by the control of * Boss’ McLaugh- 
lin and his associates. Men who would not hesi- 
tate to vote for Mr. Chapin if he had obtainea 
his nomination against the wishes of McLaugh- 
lin, will refuse to vote forhim under the circum- 
stances, distrusting Mr. Chapin’s hesitating pro- 
fessions ot independence, and remembering that 
it is not now and has never been * Boss” Me- 
Laughliin’s habit to permit men to be nominated 
whom he was not entirely satisfied that he could 
eontrol. 

At Col. Baird’s headquarters, on Montague- 
street, the rooms were thronged last night with 
men closing up the work of the campaign, and 
from every quarter of the city they brought 
assurances that the Republicans were ready to 
turn outin their full strength to support the 
ticket headed by Col. Baird’s name. ‘They find 
that there isastrong determination among the 
plain matter-of-fact voters, who’ have a deep- 
rooted aversion for ‘ bossism” in politics, 
whether it represents the interests of Demo- 
cratic or Republican ** bosses” to resent the at- 
tempt to misiead them into voting to strengthen 
McLaughiin’s control by presenting Mr. Chapin 
as his candidate, and that they willshow their 
resentment by a vote forthe plainer man, who 
has been been tried in office, and has left a 
record cf honest performance of pubiic duty, 
andof brave resistance to any attempt to use bis 
vote for bad measures. 

The Labor vote will disappoint many politi- 
cians, for at the headquarters of ali three candi- 
dates for Mayor the estimates are different. At 
Col. Baird’s headquarters, and at the Repub- 
lican County Committee’s beadquarters, on 
Smith-street, the estimated plurality for Col. 
Baird was putas high as 8,000 and as low as 
1,500. The sanguine Mr. * Al” Daggett was 
quoted as naming the higberfigure, while calmer 
Republicans will be satisfied with even 2,000 
plurality. These estimates were all based upon 
different opinions of what the Labor candidate, 
Ciancy, would receive. The more confident 
*“*workers” for Clancy insist that their candidate 
will nut have less than 20,000 votes. Few of 
the working Republicans will concede him more 
than §.00V, aud they go only to 12,000 in 
their estimates of his strength. The Democrats, 
while predicting Chapin’s election by from 
3,000 to 8.000 plurality, also vary in their esti- 
mate of Ciancy’s vote, some keeping it down 
to 7,000, and a few granting that it may be 
10,000. A comparison of these estimates only 
leads to the conclusion that the contest between 
Baird and Chapin is close, and that there is dif- 
ference enough inthe estimates to elect either 
by an unexpectedly large plurality if the Labor 
vote should be greater or less than the Labor 
men hope it will. 

Both sides, or all sides, have stimulated their 
watchers to faithful supervision of the voting, 
to compel scrutiny of the count, and to insist 
upon every prescribed form being observed in 
the separation of the returns. The election 
promises to be interesting and free from disor- 
der. 

Major Tate, formerly United States Marshal, 
who has been mixed up in Brooklyn politics for 
the past 30 years, said yesterday that he had 
never before seen a canvass of so much perplex- 
ity, *‘ From all indications,” he said, ‘‘ Col. Baird 
will be elected. His two weeks’ canvass among 
the habor classes has had a great eifect, and I 
think has won over a great many Democratic 
votes. In the Eastern District especially Col. 
Baird has made many friends. All our hopes 
now depend upon the Labor Party. If the lead- 
ers keep their promise and their followers poll 
their full vote Mr. Clancy should receive at least 
12,000 votes. Between now and to-morrow, 
however, much can be done, and from all ac- 
counts the Democrats have plenty of money to 
carry out whatever plans they decide upon.” 

Statements were widely circulated yesterday 
to the effect that Clancy and his associates on 
the Labor ticket had sold out. These rumors 
Went so faras to namethe amount of money, 
$25,000, that had been paid over by the leaders 
ot the Democracy. Of tuis sum Clancy was to 
get $15,000, Webb, candidate for Sheriff, $5,000, 
and Waters, candidate tor Supervisor at Large, 
$5,000. Concerning this, Mr. Clancy said: 
“There is no use denying that every man on the 
Labor ticket has been subjected to great temp- 
tation from a pecuniary poiat of view. The 
oifers of moneyin case we retired were first 
made several weeks ago, but the newspapers got 
hold of them and the Democrats were fright- 
ened off. Oflate the cry of ‘boodle’ has been 
raised, and some of our boys, I am afraid, have 
become very shaky. Still, we have them well in 
hand, and hope to keep them under control until 
after election. I am aetermined to show the 
Democratic Party managers that the laborers of 
this city are in a position to dictate the nom- 
ination of suitable men. As the matter stood 
formerly the workingmen could simply vote for 
the candidate named by McLaughlin. This year 
things will be different, and the Kings County 
Dewocracy will be as greatly astonished to- 
morrow as the New-York Democrats were last 
year. Our vote will astonish every one. The 
men understand thatthe futureof the United 
Labor Party depends uponits ability to get eut 
the voters this year, and all the money in the 
hands of the Democratic General Commiteee 
won't stealthem. This direct charge thatI have 
taken $15,000 is ofcourse false. I have no need of 


so much money, and was not neminated for the | 


purpose of making any sum. Whether such an 
ofier has been made to me I do not eare to say.” 

Candidate Webb was more willing to talk. 
“Yes, there is money around,” he said, “and 
allofus could have had someof it if we had 
wanted it. But weare made of different stuff 
this year. We are going to vote,and when 
the count is made people will find that there are 
several thousand of us. ‘There are on our 


LADIES WORKING FOR NICOLL. 


AN ACTIVE CANVASS FOR THE REFORM 
CANDIDATE. 


Last, and perhaps least, though none the 
less welcome on that account, the ladies have 
declared in favor of Nicoll and reform and are 
coing what they can to swell the boom. They 
cannot votein favor of the candidate and the 
principie he represents, but they came, a few 
days ago, to the conclusion that perhaps they 
might be able to influence the votes of others, 
and then organized quietly and went to work to 
see what they could do. Headquarters were 
secured in Miss Mary Seymour's : sten- 
ographic offices, in the Potter Building; 


also in Room 8g0 Equitable Building, 
Room 9 120 Broadway, and at 467 West 
Twenty-third-street, and a supply was obtained 
of ballots and pasters bearing the names of Ran- 
dolph B, Martine and De Lancey Nicoll. Armed 
with these simple devices, With the arguments 
behind their good cause, and with the gentle 
persuasiveness of the sex, some fifty ladies 
sallied forth on a canvassing tour, the success of 
which, in the brief time at their disposal, has 
shown conclusively that when the ladies go 
heart and soul into political work of a practical 
character they can produce practical results 
well werthy the effort. 

‘*Ouronly regret,” said the lady yesterday who 
is at the head of the movement, ‘‘is that we did 
not get into the tield earlier. We have been 
working for only a few days, but a large number 
of votes have been seeured for Mr. Nicoll which 
otherwise would have gone for Fellows. We are 
aiming chiefly to secure the votes of those 
among our friends who are indifferent in the 
matter. We found many such and we had very 
little difficulty in winning them over to reform. 
One lady secured a large number of votes of 
strict party men who had not given the Nicoll- 
Fellows question any great attention, but 
listened to what she had to say and were con- 
verted. Our hard work has been in convincing 
Prohibitionists that they will do more good by 
helping to elect Mr. Nicoll than casting a futile 
ballot for their candidate. and in getting those 
who pride themselves in always voting a 
straight Republican ticket to join with their 
party imindorsing Martine and Nicoll. Wehave 
been so successful that in future elections we 
shall organize early and ona much larger scale 
than at present. The movement is not connect- 
ed in'any way with the woman suffrage body, 
though the ladies who are engaged init are all, 
I think, of the opinion that they ought to be al- 
lowed to vote. 

“From our different headquarters we are 
sending messengers to such personal lady 
friends as we think we can influence.

Although this is somewhat of a new movement 
in the way of general polities, a similar political | 
movement has been carried on for at least six 
years in connection with the Woman Suffrage | 
Association, in the interest of that movement par- 
ticularly. At every election the position ofeach | 
candidate on the woman suffrage question is as- 
certained. If he has ever advocated woman 


suffrage, or has done anything politically in the | 


interest of women, a very zealous canvass is in- 
stituted in his behalf. The politics of the fam- 
ilies of the ladies did not interfere in the least 
with this movement, and it does not interfere 
with us now. We have, however, laid aside this 
time ali other cousiderations and are working 
solely for Martine and Nicoll. The ladies who 
have thus far worked in this way, whether by 
personal or written solicitation, have been 
treated with as much courtesy and kindness by 
the friends they have asked to vote as if they 
were discussing a social question with them.” 


RESCUED AT SEA. 


THE CREW OF THE BRIG OSSEO TAKEN 
FROM THEIR SINKING VESSEL. 

The German ship Camelia, Capt. Arians, 
from Hamburg 44 days, brought to this port 
yesterday Capt. Day and the crew of nine men 
belonging to the American brig Osseo, who had 
been rescued from their vessel just in time to 
escape going down with her. The Osseo sailed 
from New-York on Sunday, Oct. 30, for Trinidad, 
with a genera! cargo. Nothing unusual hap- 
pened until Tuesday, when she was struck by a 
terrific hurricane, accompanied by a heavy and 
angry sea. The storm lasted over 12 hours. 
The bowsprit and jibboom were carried away, 
and the mainmast snapped off about 20 feet 
from the deck. Both mates were hurt by the 
falling débris and the working force was reduced. 

To make matters worse, the decks were 
staMied and the seams forward sprang apart, 
letting in a flood of water. The pumps were 
manned, but there was soon 4 feet of water 
in the hold, and it was rapidly gaining. The 
brig kept afloat, however, and that night the 
storm abated somewhat. The decks were cov- 
ered with a mass of débris from the fallen 
mainmast and rigging, and the work of clear- 
ing away was carried on with great difficulty. 
It was necessary to keep the pumps working 
all the time, and Captain and crew had small 
hopes of the brig keeping up more than a few 


| hours at best, 


On Wednesday they were in about the same 
condition, when the storm began te rage again 
with great fury. The men would soon have 
been obliged to choose between going down 
with their vessel and making an effort to take 
to the boats, when a big wave broke over 
the deck and carried with 1t both boats. Capt. 
Day ran upasignalof distresson the remain- 
ing mast, and in the afternoon hope was raised 
by the sight of a sailing vesselin the distance. 
To the anxious watchers on the brig it seemed 
as if tbe vessel was passing without noticing 
their signal, and they were almost crazed with } 
despair. Then} the ship bore down toward 
them and it was seen that preparations were 
being made to lower a boat. After several at- 
tempts. one was got away and reached the 
Osseo. The rescue was full of danger, and only 
accomplished after the boat had nearly capsized 
several times. 

The crew of the Osseo saved nothing but such 
personal effects as they could easily carry with

AN IMMENSE ELECTION MAIL. 

Post Office vans were engaged all day yes- 
terday carrying tons of election mail matter to 
the various branch offices up town, and the 
clerEs and drivers in the general office will be 
giad when election day is over.

At these points the 
mail was distributed and the carriers went ont 
with their bags filled to their utmost capaci- 
ty. Sunday night the amount of mail 
matter handled was enormous. I never 
thought that we could” get rid of it, 
but the men put their shoulders to the wheel, 
worked extra hours, and Monday morning every 
station was as clean asa whistle. The men set- 
tled down tora rest to-day, but to my surprise 
the end has not yet come. Our mail to-day has 
been unusually large for a Monday, which proves 
conelusively that the politicians are gving to 
send out circulars until sunrise.” 

Mr. Gayler is positive that the New-York Post 
Office during the past few days has beaten all 
previons records.

WHY MRS. JAMES HUMPHREY HAD HER 
HUSBAND ARRESTED. 
A fashionably-dressed lady, who said she 


! was Mrs. Augusta V. Humphrey, of 53 West | 


Forty-ninth-street, went to the Jefferson Market 
Police Court yesterday and asked Justice Patter- 
son to send her husband to some place where he 
could recover from the effects of a heavy drink- 
ing bout. The husband wasin court in the cus- 
tody of two detectives. Mrs. Humphrey said her 
husband, James Humphrey, a young man of 
leisure.and of large means, had been drinking to 
excess for several weeks. Her physician had 


informed her that he had lost all will power and 
was not responsible for his actions. He might 
at any time become violent and do some rash 
act. For three days he had been absent from 
bome, and she had applied to Inspector Byrnes 
for assistance in finding him. The detectives 
found him in a maudlin condition with two 
women In a house 1n West Twenty-fourth-street. 

Humphrey, whois about 24 years of age, was 
eober when brought to court, but appeared ut- 
terly indifferent to the proceedings. Justice 
Patterson told Mrs. Humphrey to make an affi- 
davit and he would commit her husband to 
Bellevue Hospital for examination. The lady 
begged the Judge to send the man to his home 
under arrest so that he might be restrained 
uutil his people, who lived in Boston, 
had been telegraphed for, could arrive and 
eare for him. Then Mrs. Humphrey had a long 
conference with her husband, and begged him 
to go home with her and keep sober. He would 
not promise, and Mrs. Humphrey made the 
necessary aflidavit and Justice Patterson com- 
mitted him to Bellevue Hospital. 

Before leaving for the hospital Humphrey 
handed to his wife his gold watch and chain and 
diamond ring. The couple parted at the prison 
gate. Humphrey refused to say anything about 
himself or his family except that his wife was a 
Miss Newton and that they came from the Bast 
and settled in this city about five months ago.

DONOHUE PAYS A DEBIT. 

Judge Donohue yesterday paid a portion 
of the political debt which he owes to Jonn J. 
©’Brien by deciding that O’Brien, having been 
Chief of the Bureau of Elections in 1884, when 
the amended Civil Service act was passed, is not 
subject to an examination by the Civil Service 
Commissioners, and is therefore eligible to re-

MGLYNN NOT INVITED. 
THE BAPTIST PASTORS DECIDE NOT TO 
ASK FOR HIS VIEWS. 

At the weekly conference of the Baptist 
Pastors yesterday an earnest discussion was 
had over a proposition to invite Dr. McGlynn to 
address the body. It was the second time such 
a proposition had been made at this conference, 

and, as in the first case, it was rejected. 

The Rev. G. N. Thomssen read a paper on 
“Qld Catholicism,” and while the essay was 
being discussed the Rev. Dr. Morse, of Brook- 
lyn, expressed his admiration of Dr. McGlynn 
because of the determined stand he had taken 
against the Pope’ and Archbishop Corrigan. 
The Archbishop ana his companions, the clergy- 
man said, were dreaded by the priests, and he 


had heard that there were at present at housand 
priests under discipline. “Dr. MeGlynn,” 
he continued, “refused to surrender his person- 
al liberty to the Pope, and for that I believe in 
him. Heisnotright now, but we might make 
him all right by extending a friendly hand as 
the Roman Church does, as in the case of Cardi- 
nal Newman, to whom the church extended its 
hospitality when he renounced the Protestant 
faith. We shouid invite Dr. McGlynn before this 
body to address us, not upon the possession of 
lands, but to hear him in regard to what he 
knows of the Pope and his opposition to parish 
schools.” 

The Rev. Mr. Thomssen expressed his love for Dr. 
McGlynn and seconded the motion toinvite him. 
The Secretary said he knew Dr. McGlynn would 
not talk on anything but land themes, and to do 
away with any trouble that might come of what 
the priest would say an amendment was offered 
that no vote of approval or disapproval be taken 
after the proposed address. 

Dr. Douglass could not see why the members 
could not express their opinivn on what Dr. 
MeGlynn might say. For himself, if he could not 
vote he could leave the conference, 

After some further discussion the Rey. Mr.

AN UNLUCKY VOYAGE. 
The brig R. L. T., Capt. Thompson, ar- 


rived yesterday from Bermuda. She sailed from 
Manila on April 2, with a cargo of sugar in mats. 


| On Aug. 17 she encountered a terrific squall, 


which broke her mainboom and gaff, and did 


other damage. The next day a heavy seaswept 
over the vessel and washed away Seaman Mc- 
Sader, who was at the wheel. The cabin was 
filled with water, and the Captain, McConnell, 
who was sick, was washed about for an hour 
and a half before any assistance could be given 
him. Asthe provisions were nearly gone and 
the vessel in an almost disabled condition, it 
was deemed best to bear up for Bermuda. While 
being towed on Aug. 23 trom Five-Fathom Hole 
the brig went ashore, but got off after being 
lightened. Capt. McConnell was taken ashore 
for medical treatment, and the brig was repaired 
on Sept. 8. On Sept. 21 she was attached by the 
Marshal of the Vice-Admiralty Court on salvage 
claims, Capt. McConnellis stillsick at Bermuda.

There is every probability that the ‘Leau- 
tiful play ‘Forget-Me-Not,” by Herman Meri- 
vale and F, C. Grove, will be seen at Wallack’s 
this season, possibiy after the run of “School,” 
which is to succeed “Caste.” ‘* Forget-Me-Not” 
was originally purchased from the authors for 
production in this city by Theodore Moss, and it 
was presented with a fine cast at Wallack’s old 
theatre, now the Star, in 1881. It was done 
three weeks to an immense business, when an 
injunction was granted on the application of 
Miss Genevieve Ward, forbidding the further 
performance of the play. Miss Ward had pur- 
chased the piece and played itin England, and 
by the terms of her contract with the authors 
sbe was to pay them £3 for each performance 
in London, “ and £2 elsewhere.” She claimed, 


and the court sustained her, that the word 
* elsewhere” covered the United States, and 
that she alone held the American right to the 
play, although the authors insisted that they 
only intended to sell her the English rights, and 
that ‘elsewhere’ was meant to cover the Eng- 
lish provinces. Miss Ward played * Forget-Me- 
Not” protected by this ruling, but she never 
made a great success of 1t, and Mr. Abbey. judg- 
ing thatshe might be willing to sell her Amer- 
ican rights, has been negotiating with her 
by cable recently. The result is that she has 
sold him such right as the court gave her to con- 
trol the play in America, and now the sole pro- 
prietorship in this country restsin Mr. Moss 
and Mr. Abbey. It was Rose Coghlan who 
created the leading rélein Wellack’s old thea- 
tre, and the intention nowis to revive it with 
her in her original character and cast to the full 
strength of Mr. Abbey’s splendid company. 

Frank Carlisle, the Allan Dare of the play 
founded on Admiral Porter’s novel, Das been en- 
gaged to play the Prince in the “Great Pink 
Pearl” for the traveling season of seven weeks, 
which is to begin in Providence on Dee. 5, after 
which he is under contract to Al Hayman to do 
leading’ business in his stock company, which 
will open in San Francisco late in January. Mr.

He is now 
doing “Her Atonement’ at the California 
Theatre, with Kate Forsythe in the lead- 
ing réle, and the receipts last week, as 
he has been notified by telegraph, were 
upward of $5,700.

Vermilyea testified that he lost about $5,000 at 
the Attic Club to Ransom.
